Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate 
be  instructed  to  notify  the  House  that  the  Senate  is  duly  organ- 
ized and  ready  to  proceed  to  business. 

Mr.  Moore  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  on  his 
motion  prevailed : 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  that  the  President  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  appoint  a  committee  of  two  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate  to  act  with  a  like  committee  of  three  on  the 
part  of  the  House,  which  committee  is  hereby  instructed  to 
notify  the  Governor  that  both  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly 
are  duly  organized  and  ready  to  receive  any  communication  he 
may  send  them ;  and  the  Clerk  is  instructed  to  notify  the  House 
of  the  adoption  of  this  resolution  and  the  names  of  the  Senate 
Committee  so  appointed  by  the  President,  members  of  said 
committee  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  be  communicated  to  the 
House  by  the  Clerk. 

Committee  appointed — T.  C.  Moore,  Thos.  M.  Monaghan. 
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Hon.  Jos.  L.  Cahall,  Secretary  of  State,  being  admitted, 
presented  to  the  Senate  the  proclamation  and  message  of  the 
Governor. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Sparks,  the  proclamation  was  read 
and  spread  upon  the  Journal  as  follows: 

PROCLAMATION. 

State  of  Delaware,  Executive  Department, 

Dover,  Delaware,  May  28th,  1906. 

I,  Preston  Lea,  Governor  of  fhe  State  of  Delaware,  under 
and  by  virtue  of  Section  16  of  Article  III  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  State  of  Delaware,  which  provides  as  follows : 

"Section  16.  He  (the  Governor)  may  on  extraor- 
dinary occasions  convene  the  General  Assembly  by 
proclamation;  and  in  case  of  disagreement  between 
the  two  Houses  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjourn- 
ment, adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think 
proper,  not  exceeding  three  months.  He  shall  have 
power  to  convene  the  Senate  in  extraordinary  session 
by  proclamation, .for  the  transaction  of  executive  busi- 


ness." 


do  issue  this  my  proclamation  to  convene  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  Delaware,  at  Dover,  the  Capitol  of  the 
State,  on  Thursday,  the  31st  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1906,  at 
twelve  o'clock  noon,  to  consider  and  act  upon  the  following 
matters  and  subjects  of  legislative  business,  to-wit: 

I.  To  readopt  and  establish  the  following  amendments 
to  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  viz: 

"That  all  of  Section  3  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  of 
this  State  after  the  word  "corporation",  where  it  occurs  the 
second  time  in  Section  3,  be  striken  out.  That  Section  6  of 
said  Article  IX  be  striken  out  and  in  lieu  thereof  substitute 
and  adopt  the  following,  viz: 

Shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  corporations  created  under 
the  laws  of  this  State,  when  owned  by  persons  or  corporations 
without  this  State,  shall  not  be  subject  to  taxation  by  any  law 
now  existing  or  (hereafter  to   be   made";   concerning  which 
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there  appears  to  have  risen  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  same 
was  legally  adopted  by  the  General  Assemblies  of  1901  and 
1903,  respectively,  and  the  firm  establishment  of  which  is  im- 
portant to  the  successful  operation  of  the  general  corporation 
law  of  this  State. 

II.  To  consider  and  act  upon  certain  amendments  to  the 
Franchise  Tax  Law  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  enabling 
the  State  to  collect  a  large  amount  of  unpaid  franchise  taxes 
due  by  corporations  organized  under  the  General  Corporation 
Law  of  this  State  and  transacting  their  business  without  the 
limits  of  this  State. 

III.  To  ballot  for  and  elect  a  Senator  of  the  United 
States  to  fill  the  vacancy  now  existing  in  the  representation  of 
this  State  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  Congress  touching  the  same.

On  motion  of  Senator  Sparks  the  Governor's  Message  was 
read,  and  ordered  spread  upon  the  Journal  as  follows: 
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GOVERNOR'S  MESSAGE. 


TO  THE  GENERAL  ASSEMBLY  OF  THE  STATE  OF 

DELAWARE. 
Gentlemen : 

I  have  convened  you  in  extrordinary  session  because  I 
judged  it  expedient  to  recommend  to  you,  for  your  favorable 
consideration  and  action,  the  several  measures  set  forth  in  my 
Proclamation  assembling  you. 

The  first  measure  set  forth  in  my .  said  proclamation  is 
"To  re-adopt  and  establish  the  following  amendments  to  Ar- 
ticle IX  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  viz: 

"That  all  of  Section  3  of  Article  IX  of  the  Constitution  of 
this  State  after  the  word  "corporation",  where  it  occurs  the 
second  time  in  Section  3,  be  striken  out.  That  Section  6  of 
said  Article  IX  be  striken  out  and  in  lieu  thereof  substitute 
and  adopt  the  following,  viz : 

"Shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  corporations  created  under 
the  laws  of  this  State,  when  owned  by  persons  or  corporations 
without  this  State,  shall  not  be  subject  to  taxation  by  any  law 
now  existing  or  hereafter  to  be  made ;  concerning  which  there 
appears  to  have  arisen  some  doubt  as  to  whether  the  same  was 
legally  adopted  by  the  General  Assemblies  of  1901  and  1903, 
respectively,  and  the  firm  establishment  of  which  is  important 
to  the  successful  bperation  of  the  General  Corporation  Law  of. 
this  State." 

The  above  amendments  were  proposed  to  the  Constitution 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  1901,  and  agreed  to  by  two-thirds 
of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  thereof,  a  yea  and 
nay  vote  being  taken.  They  were,  however,  incorrectly  en- 
rolled. The  General  Assembly  of  1903,  a  yea  and  nay  vote  be- 
ing taken,  by  the  votes  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected 
to  each  house  thereof,  agreed  to  the  amendments  so  proposed 
and  adopted  in  1901.  The  defective  enrollment  of  the  amend- 
ments has  produced  grave  doubts  as  to  whether  they  have 
been  legally  adopted  or  not.    The  result  of  these  doubts  is  that 
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the  stockholders  and  officers  of  Delaware  corporations  are  un- 
certain as  to  what  their  rights,  duties,  and  powers  are.  It  is 
important  to  the  successful  operation  of  the  General  Corpora- 
tion Law  of  this  State,  that  these  amendments  should  be 
-adopted. 

The  second  measure  mentioned  in  my  said  proclamation 
is  "To  consider  and  act  upon  certain  amendments  to  the  Fran- 
chise Tax  Law  of  this  State  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the 
State  to  collect  a  large  amount  of  unpaid  franchise  taxes  due 
by  corporations  organized  under  the  General  Corporation  Law 
of  this 'State  and  transacting  their  business  without  the  limits 
•of  this  State." 

,  It  appears  by  the  official  records  of  the  State  Treasurer 
that  there  is  due  the  State  from  certain  Delaware  Corporations, 
whose  charters  have  become  void  by  operation  of  law,  the  sum 
of  $632,360.40.  All  of  this  money  could  not  have  been  collected 
by  any  method  prescribed  by  existing  law.    The  payment  of  a  ft 

large  part  of  this  sum  could,  however,  have  been  enforced  if 
there  had  been  adequate  law  for  it.  Much  of  this  sum  can  still 
be  collected  if  you  shall,  at  this  session,  make  due,  proper 
and  apt  provision  for  it.  Bills  will  be  submitted  to  you,  at  this 
session,  which,  I  am*advised,  will  enable  the  State  to  fully  en- 
force its  rights  in  the  matter.  This  is  most  important  for  your 
consideration  and  action,  as  the  expenses  of  the  State  are 
naturally  bound  to  increase  from  year  to  year,  and  to  meet 
this  increase,  additional  revenue  must  be  provided. 

The  third  subject  matter  mentioned  in  my  said  proclama- 
tion is  "To  ballot  for  and  elect  a  Senator  of  the  United  States 
to  fill  the  vacancy  now  existing  in  the  representation  of  this 
State  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Acts  of  Congress  touching  the  same." 

The  Constitution  and  Laws  of  the  United  States  provide 
for,  require  and  demand  full  representation  from  each  of  the 
several  States  in  the  Senate  of  the  United  States.  Under  the 
provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  Delaware  the  duty  is  im- 
posed upon  you  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  Fed- 
eral law  on  this  subject. 

The  performance  of  this  duty  now  rests  with  you.

Mr.  Moore,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Rules,  moved  that 
the  rules  of  the  last  session  be  adopted  excepting  Rule  24 
which  should  be  made  to  read  "a  majority"  instead  of  "two 
thirds  vote  of  the  members  present." 

On  the  question  shall  the  motion  be  adopted.

Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Senate  that  no  supplies  of  any  char- 
acter whatever  shall  be  ordered  or  drawn  by  the  Senate  for 
this  extraordinary  session  of  the  General   Assembly,   except 
those   actually   required   by   the    President   and  Clerks  of  the 
Senate. 

Mr.  Sparks,  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  on  his 
motion  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  privileges  of  the  floor  be  accorded  to 
ex-members  of  the  Senate,  members  and  ex-members  of  the 
House,  Governor  and  other  State  officers,  Representatives  and 
former  Representatives  in  'Congress,  members  of  the  Bar, 
women  and  representatives  of  the  press,  but  none  shall  be  al- 
lowed within  the  Bar  of  the  Senate  while  the  Senate  is  in  ses- 
sion, but  members  and  officers  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives,  Governor,  State  officers,  members  of  the 
State  Bench,  women  and  representatives  of  the  press,  except 
upon  special  motion  duly  made  and  accorded  by  the  Senate 
for  a  time  to  be  specified  in  the  motion.

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  concurring  therein 
that  the  two  Houses  convene  as  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  at  2.30  P.  M.  this  day  to  listen 
to  an  explanation  of  the  two  bills  before  the  General  Assem- 
bly by  the  Hon.  Robert  H.  Richards. 

Which,  on  his  motion,  was  read  and  adopted. 

Mr.  Sparks  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  on 
his  motion,  was  read  and  adopted. 

Whereas,  The  term  of  the  Honorable  Lewis  H.  Ball  as 
United  States  Senator  in  Congress  for  the  State  of  Delaware, 
expired  on  the  fourth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1905. 

And  Whereas,  His  successor,  should  be  now  chosen. 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  Senate  do  now  pro- 
ceed to  name,  by  a  viva  voce  vote,  a  person  for  Senator  in 
Congress  from  the  State  of  Delaware,  for  the  constitutional 
term  from  the  3rd  day  of  'March,  A.  D.  1905,  pursuant  to  an 
Act  of  Congress  entitled,  "An  Act  to  regulate  the  time  and 
manner  of  holding  elections  for  Senators  in  Congress",  ap- 
proved July  25,  A.  D.  1866,  and  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Sections  14  and  15  of  an  Act  of  Congress  of  the  United  States 
entitled  "An  Act  to  revise  and  consolidate  the  Statutes  of  the 
United  States  in  force  on  the  1st  day  of  December,  A.  D. 
1873",  approved  January  22,  1874. 
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In  accordance  with  the  above  resolution  the  Senate  pro- 
ceeded to  vote  for  United  States  Senator.

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GOVERNORS  MESSAGE, 


STATE  OF  DELAWARE. 

Executive  Department.. 

To  the  General  Assembly: 

In  obedience  to  the  constitutional  mandate  requiring  the 
Executive  to  "give  to  the  General  Assembly  information  of  af- 
fairs concerning  the  State  and  recommend  to  its  consideration 
such  measures  he  shall  judge  expedient",  I  submit  to  you  my 
bi-ennial  message  containing  such  information  concerning  the 
State  and  its  affairs  which  appear  of  greatest  moment,  accom- 
panied by  such  recommendations  and  suggestions  for  the  bet- 
terment of  the  laws  and  public  service  as  seem  to  me  to  be 
wise. 

During  the  past  two  years  I  have  endeavored  to  acquaint 
myself  with  the  affairs  of  the  State.  Where  I  could  find  any 
method  of  conducting  its  affairs  in  a  more  expeditious  or  eco- 
nomical manner  consistent  with  the  statutes,  I  have  not  hesi- 
tated to  make  suggestions  and  have  found  such  suggestions 
readily  accepted  by  the  several  officers.  During  this  period  I  am 
pleased  to  say  I  have  failed  to  find  any  waste  of  the  public 
funds.  The  several  State  officers  and  Boards  have  been  zealous 
in  their  efforts  to  secure  to  the  public  full  value  for  all  funds 
disbursed. 

The  first  subject  to  which  I  deem  it  my  duty  to  invite  your 
attention  is  the  finances  of  the  State,  a  statement  of  which,  fuller 
in  details  than  that  herewith  presented,  may  be  found  in  the  sev- 
eral reports  of  the  State  Treasurer  and  Auditor  of  Accounts, 
which  reports  comprise  all  the  facts  and  information  essential' 
to  a  comprehensive  understanding  of  this  important  subject. 

The  expenditures  of  the  State  have  steadily  increased  dur- 
ing the  past  fifty  years. 
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This  enlargement  of  public  expenditure  is  confined  to  no 
state  or  nation  but  is  responsive  to  a  well  defined  tendency  of 
modern  times. 

A  careful  analysis  of  increased  expenditures  in.  this  State 
demonstrates  that  such  increase  has  arisen  from  efforts  to 
render  public  service  more  efficient,  the  amelioration  of  condi- 
tion of  State  wards,  and  the  extension  of  State  aid  for  educa- 
tional, scientific,  charitable  and  beneficent  purposes.  While 
these  appropriations  have  been  neither  lavish  nor  wasteful  in  the 
past,  the  time  has  arrived  for  caution  to  call  a  halt  and  stern  ne- 
cessity to  check  further  increase. 

Enlarged  revenue  only  can  justify  any  material  increase  in 
State  expenditures. 

Rigid  economy  in  public  affairs  would  receive  a  healthy 
impulse  if  the  General  *  Assembly  would  exercise  the  greatest 
care  in  the  appropriation  of  money  and  advocate  only  those 
measures,  involving  the  expenditure  of  public  funds,  which  will 
commend  themselves  to  the  approval  and  public  spirit  of  the 
citizens  of  this  State. 

I  recommend  that  before  any  appropriations  be  determined 
upon,  you  should  secure  from  the  State  Treasurer  a  statement 
of  the  probable  receipts  for  the  two  years  next  ensuing,  the 
fixed  charges  against  the  public  funds,  and  make  all  other  ap- 
propriations with  the  view  of  avoiding  a  deficit. 

In  the  near  future  the  expenditure  of  increased  sums  of 
money  must  be  made,  not  for  public  improvement  alone,  but 
principally  for  public  necessities. 

The  demands  are  urgent  and  real,  all  of  a  pressing  public 
nature,  requiring  active  measures  to  be  taken  to  provide  for 
them,  and,  if  possible  without  resorting  to  direct  State  tax. 

Our  sister  States  furnish  us  object  lessons  in  increasing 
revenues,  and  in  methods  of  taxation  which  methods  are  no 
longer  experimental. 

Our  revenue  system  should  be  incorporated  in  one  com- 
prehensive, adequate  and  thoroughly  fair  measure  which  should 
be  couched  in  language  so  simple  that  everyone  might  readily 
understand  the  same. 
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The  General  Assembly  will  probably  not  continue  its  pres- 
ent session  more  than  the  Constitutional  limit  of  sixty  days.  If 
you  should  be  unable  during  that  time  to  fully  consider  and  en- 
act proper  and  adequate  law  in  relation  to  the  revenue  of  the 
State,  I  would  suggest  that  a  Joint  Committee  of  the  Senate  and 
House  be  appointed  to  frame  such  law  and  instructed  to  re- 
port at  an  adjourned  session  of  the  General  Assembly  to  be 
held  in  November  of  the  present  year. 

The  license  tax  on  the  manufacturers  and  distillers  of  al- 
coholic liquors  and  the  brewers  of  malt  liquors  should  be  so  in- 
ci  eased  that  the  returns  to  the  State  would  be  measurably  com- 
mensurate with  the  cost  of  protection  and  the  added  burden 
upon  the  State  arising  from  disorders  growing  out  of  the  vend- 
ing within  this  State  of  the  products  of  such  enterprises. 

I  would  recommend  that  such  legislation  be  enacted  which 
will  effectually  remedy  the  defects  in  the  present  law  and  extend 
the  excise  system  so  as  to  include  the  aDove  named  businesses. 

Licenses  issued  for  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  (other 
than  those  issued  to  druggists)  are  of  two  classes,  one  to  sell 
in  large  quantities  and  the  other  to  sell  in  small  measures.  The 
latter  class  pay  two  or  three  times  as  much  tax  as  the  former. 
This  you  should  equalize  and  adjust. 

The  law  permitting  the  sale  of  liquor  in  quantities  less  thaji 
one  quart  to  be  drunk  off  the  premises  where  purchased  should 
be  repealed. 

In  making  this  recommendation,  I  am  not  unmindful  of  the 
constitutional  provision  in  reference  to  local  option.  Whether 
you  shall  provide  by  law  at  the  present  session  for  the  submis- 
sion of  the  question  of  the  sale  or  no  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors, 
the  sale  of  liquor  is  bound  to  continue  in  this  State  for  two  years 
more. 

AUTOMOBILES. 

The  protection  of  the  public  against  careless  and  reckless 
motorists  has  rendered  necessary  a  revision  of  the  present  law 
touching  Motor  Vehicles. 

Accidents  arising  from  automobile  driving  are  frequent. 
Excessive  speed  is  the  chief  cause  and  inspires  the  dread  and 
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prejudice  on  the  part  of  the  travelling  public  against  automo- 
biles. 

As  a  vehicle  of  utility  the  automobile  should  be  recognized 
as  possessing  the  same  right  as  all  other  vehicles  in  the  use  of 
our  highways,  subject  however  to  certain  restrictions  inheri- 
ent  in  the  character  of  these  machines. 

I  recommend  that  the  present  law  be  so  amended  that  it 
provides, 

ist.  For  an  annual  payment  of  a  license  fee  of  $5.00  by  the 
owner  of  every  motor  vehicle. 

2nd.  For  an  annual  payment  of  a  license  fee  of  $2.00  by 
chauffeurs. 

3rd.  For  the  revocation  of  all  licenses,  under  proper  re- 
striction, upon  proof  that  licensee  is  an  incompetent  or  reckless 
driver. 

4th.  For  the  employment  by  every  person  incompetent  to 
run  a  motor  vehicle  of  a  licensed  chauffeur. 

5th.  For  the  payment  of  all  such  license  fees,  together  with 
all  fines  and  forfeitures  imposed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
law,  to  the  State  Treasurer  who  shall  carry  such  funds  to  a 
highway  improvement  fund  to  be  expended  pursuant  to  a 
proper  highway  improvement  statute. 

Pecuniary  penalties  have  not  proven  effective  in  checking 
reckless  and  careless  driving.  Fine  and  imprisonment  has  been 
demonstrated  to  be  the  only  effective  check,  fine  for  the  first 
offence  and  fine  and  imprisonment  for  all  subsequent  offences. 

OYSTERS. 

That  portion  of  State  property  adapted  to  the  propagation 
of  shell  fish  has  been  operated  by  private  interests  with  little  or 
no  regard  to  the  rights  or  revenue  of  the  State. 

The  net  receipts  to  the  State  arising  from  this  source  have 
materially  increased.  The  revenue  to  the  State  could  under  a 
comprehensive  and  understandable  law,  be  further  increased. 

I  submit  that  the  present  statute  should  be  repealed  and  a 
full  and  comprehensive  statute  relative  to  Oysters  be  enacted, 
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which  would  afford  adequate  protection  to  the  State  interests'- 
and  avoid  undue  hardships  upon  the  present  lessees  of  oyster 
plantations. 

The  laws  enacted  at  the  last  session  of  the  General  As- 
sembly have  been  but  little  improvement  over  the  laws  then  in. 
operation. 

Any  statute  enacted  should  provide  for  a  resurvey  of  the 
natural  rocks  and  beds  adapted  to  oyster  culture,  which  survey 
with  plots  should  be  filed  and  recorded  in  permanent  form ;  for 
the  appropriation  of  funds  sufficient  to  make  such  survey  and 
plots;  for  the  leasing  of  such  land  for  definite  periods  and  for 
the  adequate  protection  to  all  lessees. 

DEPOSITS  AND  DEPOSITORIES. 

The  proper  disposition  of  public  funds,  awaiting  their  dis- 
bursement, is  a  practical  question,  and  as  we  increase  in  popula- 
tion and  wealth,  grows  in  importance. 

Private  funds  on  deposit  in  Banks  and  Trust  Companies 
under  certain  conditions  are  allowed  by  such  financial  institu- 
tions interest  thereon.  Public  funds  under  like  conditions 
should  be  a  source  of  revenue  to  the  public  rather  than  private 
interests  only.  The  public  money  should  be  immediately 
available  for  public  wants  but  under  different  conditions  and 
safeguards  than  those  which  obtain  under  the  present  laws 
and  practice. 

In  order  that  the  State  and  County  funds  on  deposit  may 
receive  an  income  from  their  deposits  I  urge  your  favorable 
consideration  of  a  statute  which  shall  provide,  among  other 
things : 

ist.  That  the  State  and  County  Treasurers  be  required, 
under  penalty  of  forfeiture  of  office,  to  deposit  all  public  funds 
in  approved  depositories ; 

2nd.  That  the  public  funds,  both  State  and  County,  un- 
der the  control  of  the  various  treasurers,  be  awarded  for  de- 
posit to  approved  depositories; 

3rd.  That  the  Governor,  Secretary  of  State,  Auditor  of 
Accounts  and  Insurance  Commissioner  be  constituted  a  com- 
mission to  determine  the  depositories  for  the  State  and  Coun- 
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ty  funds  and  the  proportion  of  public  funds  each  depository- 
may  receive; 

4th.  That  each  approved  depository  shall  be  chargeable 
with  2  per  cent,  on  the  daily  balances  and  at  stated  periods- 
credit  the  accounts  of  such  treasurers  with  the  accumulated  in- 
terest on  such  funds. 

BOND   ISSUE. 

The  loan  of  1887  for  $250,000.00  will  mature  June  ist 
next.  You  dfliould  early  in  the  session  enact  the  necessary 
legislation  which  will  enable  the  State  to  refund  this  loan  in 
ample  time  to  meet  the  maturing  obligations  of  the  State.  It 
might  be  well  for  you  to  investigate  and  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  disposing  of  certain  railroad  mortgages  held  by  the 
State  and  with  the  proceeds  thereof  liquidate  the  said  loan  of 
1887  rather  than  issue  a  new  series  of  bonds. 

ASSESSMENT  AND  TAXATION. 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  tjhe  inequality  of  as- 
sessments, which,  under  our  present  law,  will  never  be  more 
equably  made  but  which  in  a  large  measure  may  be  corrected 
by  the  creation  of  a  State  Board  of  Equalization. 

It  is  a  well  recognized  fact  that  local  influences  upon  the 
Assessors  result  in  each  Assessor  estimating  the  assessable 
value  of  property  at  a  different  per  centum  of  its  true  or  real 
value,  so  that  there  has  become  a  varying  value  from  forty  to 
one  hundred  per  centum  of  value  named  in  the  several  dis- 
tricts. There  is  now  under  the  law  no  adequate  power  to 
equalize  the  assessment  of  one  district  as  compared  with 
another,  of  one  group  of  districts  with  other  groups. 

It  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance  that  the  valuation  of 
property  should  be  equalized  and  made  in  accordance  with  a 
certain  fixed  and  definite  rule,  thereby  making  all  assessable 
property  contribute  its  share  towards  governmental  protec- 
tion. 

The  experience  of  other  States  has  demonstrated  that  a 
Board  of  Equalization  has  afforded  the  greatest  measure  of 
relief  from  this  hardship  than  any  other  suggested. 

I  suggest  that  the  final  determination  of  the  equalization 
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♦of  assessment  should  not  be  left  in  the  hands  of  any  individual 
•or  board  which  expends  the  funds  arising  from  such  assess- 
ment and  taxation. 

WEIGHTS  AND  MEASURES. 

Under  present  provisions  of  law  the  weights  and  mea- 
sures, used  in  the  street  markets  and  market  houses  in  the 
City  of  Wilmington,  are  required  to  be  inspected  and  stamped, 
annually,  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Market  of  that  city,  and  all  other 
weights  and  measures  used  in  the  city  are  required  to  be  in- 
spected by  the  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures  of  New  Cas- 
tle County.  I  would  suggest  that  this  be  remedied  by  a  law 
providing  for  the  complete  inspection  of  all  weights  and  mea- 
sures used  in  the  City  of  Wilmington  to  be  made  by  the  Clerk 

•of  the  Market  of  said  city.  There  have  been  many  complaints 
recently  that  short  weights  and  measures  are  used  in  said 
city.  It  is  possible  that  this  results  from  a  confusion  of  in- 
spections. The  law  on  this  subject  should  be  so  amended  as 
to  prevent  this  and  provide  adequate  penalties  for  violations 

rthereof. 

STATE  INSTITUTIONS  AND  WARDS. 

The  biennial  report  of  the  Delaware  State  Hospital  at 
Farnhurst  gives  in  detail  all  the  operations  of  that  institution 
for  the  past  two  years;  describes  the  condition,  habit  and  life 
of  the  inmates  and  the  methods  of  treatment;  shows  the  hy- 
gienic condition  of  buildings  and  contains  many  valuable  rec- 
ommendations. 

Accurate  knowledge  of  the  work  being  done  at  this  insti- 
tution would  dissipate  many  misconceptions  relative  thereto. 
"The  annual  increase  of  population  in  this  institution  has  kept 
apace  with  increased  population  of  the  State. 

The  policy  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Superintendent  and 
-corps  of  assistants  is  wise,  broad  guaged  and  economical. 

The  specific  requests  for  legislation  should  receive  your 
attention. 

The  indigent  deaf,  dumb  and  blind  children  of  this  State 
have  never  received  that  degree  of  care  and  attention  which 
their  misfortune  demands. 
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Increased  appropriations,  if  compatible  with  the  state  of! 
public  revenue,  should  be  made. 

The  number  to  be  placed  in  the  various  schools  outside  of 
this  State  should  be  limited  only  by  the  amount  appropriated, 
by  you  and  the  capacity  of  said  institutions. 

The  excellent  result  of  past  expenditures  by  this  State  can- 
not be  measured.  The  burden  of  properly  caring  for  these 
unfortunate  State  wards  must  be  largely  met  by  the  public. 

EDUCATION. 

Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  favor  of  appropriations  for 
public  school  purposes.     No  funds,  appropriated  by  the  State,. 
where  wisely  and  judiciously  expended,  have  returned  equally 
valuable  results  to  the  general  public. 

The  long  established  policy  of  the  State  of  rendering  as- 
sistance to  the  greatest  possible  extent  to  the  various  school 
districts  in  the  establishment  of  an  effective  and  long  term 
school  year  should  be  continued  and  a  further  enlargement, 
consistent  with  State  revenue  and  public  necessities,  is  most 
desirable. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  has  macte  several  recom- 
mendations looking  to  the  improvement  of  the  system  which 
should  receive  your  careful  attention. 

NATIONAL  GUARD  OF  DELAWARE. 

The  State  has  been  most  fortunate  in  securing  and  so  long 
retaining  the  services  of  the  present  capable  corps  of  officers 
and  men  constituting  the  State  Militia.  It  is  an  organization 
our  State  may  well  be  proud  of. 

During  the  past  two  years  two  successful  encampments 
have  been  held  near  Newark  and  last  year  a  provisional  Bat- 
talion participated  in  the  United  States  Military  manoeuvers 
at  <Mt.  Gretna. 

It  has  been  my  duty  as  well  as  my  pleasure  to  participate 
in  each  of  said  two  encampments  at  Newark,  spending  the  en- 
tire period  in  the  field  with  the  Militia.    This  afforded  me  op- 
portunity to  continuously  observe  the  discipline  maintained  and" 
the  daily  operations  and  exercises  of  the  Militia.    The  conduct 
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of  officers  and  men  during  each  encampment  aroused  unusual 
interest  and  elicited  praise  on  the  part  of  the  public.  The  ex- 
perience of  the  past  few  years  has  demonstrated  the  fact  that 
Delaware  has  established  a  military  organization  worthy  of 
her  name  and  that  each  year  the  effectiveness  of  said  organi- 
zation has  improved. 

The  public  no  longer  condemns  the  necessary  expenditure 
•of  public  funds  in  rendering  more  efficient  this  branch  of  the 
State  Government. 

I  recommend  as  liberal  appropriation  for  the  maintenance 
•of  the  State  Militia  as  the  State  funds  will  admit  and  the  ne- 
cessities of  the  service  demand. 

STATE  LIBRARY. 

The  State  Library,  containing  thousands  of  valuable  vol- 
umes, many  of  which  could  be  duplicated  only  at  great  cost  to 
the  State,  is  housed  in  a  structure  ill  adapted  to  the  proper 
protection  and  care  of  said  volumes.  Indeed  many  volumes 
are  now  piled  up  on  the  floor  because  of  want  of  shelf  space 
and  the  general  inadequate  character  of  the  present  room. 
A  modern  fire  proof  building  adapted  to  the  needs  and  demands 
of  a  library  has  become  a  necessity. 

It  is  a  matter  for  your  serious  consideration  whether  the 
time  has  not  arrived  for  the  construction  of  a  new  State  House 
with  a  fire  proof  wing  for  the  Library  which  shall  be  adequate 
to  fully  meet  the  public  needs.  I  recommend  this  matter  to 
your  careful  consideration. 

SALARIES. 

The  salary  system  should  be  further  extended  so  that 
every  State  and  County  officer  be  placed  upon  a  salary  basis. 
1  submit  to  you  the  advisability  of  supplementing  the  work  of 
the  last  session  touching  this  subject  by  the  enactment  of  a  fee 
bill  covering  all  the  charges  for  every  service  to  be  rendered 
by  State  and  County  officers.  A  specific  and  definite  sum 
should  be  fixed  for  every  service  rather  than  the  present  system 
of  varying  charges.  I  am  informed  that  the  fee  bill  now  in 
vogue  has  not  been  materially  changed  in  a  century.  The  pres- 
ent day  conditions  demand  a  fee  bill  adapted  to  the  needs  of 
the  salary  system  of  State  and  County  officers. 
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The  said  Act  should  be  further  amended  so  that  fees  for 
all  services  rendered  by  any  officer  should  be  paid  in  advance ; 
ihat  the  penal  sum  in  the  official  obligations  of  every  salaried 
officer  should  be  increased  so  that  the  said  bonds  would  be 
.adequate  to  fully  protect  the  County  and  State. 

PURE  FOOD  LAW. 

The  public  is  aroused  at  the  extraordinary  revelations  fol- 
lowing the  investigations  by  National  and  State  officers  into 
the  nature  and  character  of  -the  adulteration  of  foods  in  ordin- 
ary daily  use.  The  proportion  of  pure  foods  and  the  injurious 
character  of  adulterants  found  in  many  of  the  foods,  condiments 
and  medicinal  preparations,  has  aroused  a  wide  spread  and 
abiding  interest  in  the  public  mind  to  such  a  degree  that  laws 
penalizing  such  practices  have  been  enacted  by  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States  and  many  of  our  sister  States. 

You  will  perform  a  valuable  service  to  the  public  by  en- 
acting a  reasonable  measure  for  the  correction  of  the  evils  of 
this  too  prevalent  practice. 

The  Federal  law  upon  this  subject  is  broad,  full  and  ade- 
quate for  all  purposes  of  interstate  trade.  A  State  statute 
based  on  the  Federal  law  to  cover  the  trade  within  the  State 
should  be  your  object. 

ARBOR  DAY. 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  importance  of  general 
observance  of  this  day  by  planting  shade  and  ornamental  trees 
in  or  about  the  streets,  roads  and  homes  within  this  State.  It 
is  a  matter  of  serious  moment  that  the  woods  and  forests  of 
our  State  are  fast  disappearing.  The  planting  of  portions  of  the 
farming  districts  in  young  trees  for  future  use  is  subject  worthy 
of  your  attention. 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Experts  assert,  and  the  public  generally  believe  that  much 
may  be  done  by  modern  methods,  systematically  pursued,  to 
prevent  the  spread  of  this  prevalent  scourge.  It  has  been  de- 
monstrated that  wkh  proper  treatment  the  disease  is  prevent- 
able, and,  in  the  early  stages,  curable.  That  it  is  infectious  is 
equally  well  recognized. 
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It  is  a  proper  subject  for  investigation  and  intelligent  legis- 
lative action.  I,  therefore,  recommend  for  your  favorable  con- 
sideration the  advisability  of  creating  a  commission,  with  or 
without  pay,  as  in  your  judgment  may  be  best,  to  inquire  into 
the  best  means  of  dealing  with  this  scourge  in  an  economical 
and  efficient  manner,  and  report  to  the  Governor  as  soon  as 
possible  the  results  of  its  investigation. 

GOOD  ROADS. 

The  matter  of  providing  and  maintaining  good  roads  is  of 
the  most  vital  importance  to  our  people.  Roads  are  an  abso- 
lute necessity  to  the  farmers  of  our  State  and  they  should  have 
the  best  that  we  can  afford.  The  several  counties  of  the  State 
raise,  annually,  by  taxation  for  road  purposes,  a  considerable 
sum  of  money  wfaich  under  our  present  system  is  spent  under 
the  direction  of  the  different  officers  in  the  different  hundreds.. 
All  this  money  should  be  expended  on  the  roads  in  pursuance 
to  a  fixed  standard  of  roads  adapted  to  the  different  localities 
of  the  State  an  under  one  central  authority.  The  money  so 
raised  should  be  spent  in  the  maintenance  of  the  roads  after 
they  have  been  either  originally  buik  or  improved  along  mod- 
ern scientific  lines.  Probably  one  of  the  best  investments  the 
State  could  make  would  be  the  expenditure  annually  of  as 
much  money  as  its  resources  will  afford  in  the  construction  and 
improvement  of  good  permanent  roads.  When  these  are  once 
so  built,  the  cost  of  maintenance  is  small  compared  with  what 
is  now  expended  on  our  present  roads.  Many  of  the  States 
have  provided  for  the  expenditure  of  millions  of  money  in  the 
improvement  and  construction  of  modern  roads.  I  recognize 
that,  owing  to  the  peculiar  conditions  of  our  State,  the  same 
kind  of  roads  are  not  adapted  to  its  different  localities.  We 
should  investigate  t'his  matter  fully  and  thoroughly  and  adopt 
what  is  the  most  economical  standard  or  standards  of  con- 
struction and  maintaining  our  roads,  having  in  mind  that  the 
cheapest  is  not  the  best.  The  end  desired  is  the  best  perma- 
nent roads  we  can  get,  suited  to  our  conditions,  at  the  least 
reasonable  expense.  In  New  Castle  County  certain  roads  have 
been  improved  along  modern  lines  and  I  am  informed  that 
these  roads  are  entirely  satisfactory  and  highly  commended 
by  travellers  thereon.  What  has  been  done  in  that  County 
under  existing  provisions  of  law  during  the  past  two  years  will 
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appear  to  you  by  the  report  of  the  New  Castle  State  Highway 
Commissioner,  submitted  to  you  by  him.  4 

I  recommend  this  subject  to  your  careful  attention  and 
while  we  cannot  expend  die  same  amount  of  money  that  other 
States  are  able  to,  yet  by  expending  annually  a  certain  fixed 
amount  as  above  suggested,  we  can  accomplish  much  in  a  very 
few  years. 

EPIDEMIC  DISEASES  IN  ANIMALS. 

For  the  last  two  or  three  years  certain  portions  of  the 
State  have  suffered  from  the  Anthrax  plague.  Just  how  or 
when  the  disease  was  first  introduced  into  the  State  is  not  defi- 
nitely known.  Its  eradication  is  the  pressing  problem.  For- 
tunately its  presence  was  soon  discovered  and  by  the  persis- 
tent endeavors  of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  has  been  con- 
fined 'to  a  limited  area  within  the  State.  The  recurrence  of  this 
trouble  the  coming  year  is  imminent,  threatening  a  heavy  loss 
to  the  farming  interests  of  that  portion  of  the  State  now  af- 
fected and  a  probable  widening  of  the  affected  districts. 

It  behooves  you,  therefore,  to  take  into  careful  considera- 
tion measures  which  will  effectually  prevent  its  annual  recur- 
rence, and  if  possible  finally  to  eradicate  the  plague.  The  re- 
port of  the  State  Board  of  Agriculture  contains  a  full  statement 
of  disbursements  of  the  funds  appropriated  for  this  purpose. 

I  am  pleased  to  note  that  the  appropriations  have  met  the 
bills  incurred  during  the  current  year. 

ENCOURAGEMENT  OF  IMMIGRATION. 

It  seems  desirable  in  the  opinion  of  many  of  our  most 
practical  farmers  that  continued  efforts  to  encourage  immigra- 
tion into  the  State  should  be  made. 

The  Act  passed  in  1903  was  in  force  but  two  years,  which, 
in  the  opinion  of  many,  was  an  insufficient  length  of  time  to 
bring  about  the  results  contemplated.  Every  encouragement 
should  be  given  to  induce  practical  farmers  and  farm  labor  to 
settle  in  our  midst;  therefore,  I  recommend  the  re-enactment 
of  Chapter  No.  333,  Volume  No.  22,  Laws  of  Delaware,  en- 
titled, "An  Act  for  the  encouragement  of  immigratiton,  and  to 
foster  the  agricultural  interest  of  the  State." 
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STATE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 

m 

The  State  Board  of  Health  established  under  a  provision 
of  our  Constitution  with  laws  regulating  its  duties  is  looked 
upon  as  a  necessity.  Happily  no  serious  epidemic  has  occurred 
during  the  past  two  years  to  require  its  attention.  I  am 
pleased  to  refer  you  to  its  full  and  complete  report  and  ask 
you  to  give  it  your  careful  consideration. 

STATE   PRINTING  AND   SUPPLIES. 

I  recommend  that  the  Act  creating  the  Board  of  State 
Supplies  be  so  amended  that  said  Board  be  given  a  contin- 
gent fund  to  be  expended  in  the  employment  of  a  person  pos- 
sessing the  necessary  technical  skill  to  assist  said  Board  in  ren- 
dering more  efficient  the  operations  under  the  provisions  of 
said  Act. 

I  regard  the  necessity  for  reform  in  the  methods  of  distri- 
bution of  supplies  for  the  General  Assembly  an  imperative  duty. 
You  should  enact  such  measures  relative  to  such  supplies  which 
will  render  effective  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  in  that 
behalf. 

I  recommend  that  the  State  Librarian  be  made  the  custo- 
dian and  dispenser  of  all  supplies,  who  should  be  authorized  to 
deliver  to  any  State  officer  any  supplies  in  'hand  upon  the  de- 
livery to  said  Librarian  the  cost  value  thereof,  or  a  contingent 
fund  warant  therefor;  and  who  should  be  directed  to  open  an 
account  with  each  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  credit  such 
account  with  the  sum  of  $25.00  as  provided  by  the  Constitution 
and  charge  all  supplies  furnished  every  such  member  of  the 
General  Assembly  pursuant  to  a  proper  voucher,  provided  the 
aggregate  shall  not  exceed  said  constitutional  limit. 

PARDONS. 

I  recommend  that  you  enact  such  measures  which  shall 
provide  for  recording  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of 
all  remissions  of  fines  and  forfeitures,  reprieves,  commutations 
of  sentences  and  pardons  and  that  such  record  or  a  duly  certi- 
fied copy  thereof  shall  be  admitted  as  evidence  in  the  Courts  of 
this  State. 
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OATHS  OF  OFFICE. 

The  law  relative  to  recording  the  official  oaths  of  all  State 
and  County  officers  should  be  amended  so  that  record  evidence 
of  every  such  oath  could  be  obtained  from  one  State  officer ;  or 
a  record  of  said  oath  be  made  at  the  same  time  and  place  as  the 
Commission  of  said  officer. 

COURTS  AND  JURORS. 

Experience  in  our  sister  States  and  in  the  Federal  Courts 
has  demonstrated  that,  in  the  administration  of  justice  by 
Courts,  the  best,  least  expensive  and  most  satisfactory  results 
are  reached,  when  the  jurors  of  the  Courts  are  selected  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Judges.  The  jurors  of  the  Courts  who 
are  summoned  for  the  trial  of  cases  should  not  be  required  to 
serve  more  than  two  weeks  during  any  one  term  of  the  Court. 
The  Courts,  or  the  judges  thereof  in  vacation,  should  be  au- 
thorized by  law  to  convene  any  of  our  courts  upon  a  short  no- 
tice and  empowered  to  have  drawn  and  summoned  the  Grand 
and  other  jurors  required  for  such  special  terms.  I  recommend 
that  the  law  be  so  amended  to  carry  these  suggestions  into  ef- 
fect, this  will  secure  expeditious  trials  of  criminal  and  other 
cases  and  produce  speedy  and  desired  judicial  determination  of 
such  matters.  • 

REGISTRATION. 

The  constitution  requires  as  a  prerequisite  payment  of  one 
dollar  registration  fee  by  each  elector  biennially.  This  regis- 
tration fee  has  long  been  deemed  an  unwise  tax  upon  the  elec- 
torate of  the  State.  I  recommend  the  adoption  at  this  session 
•of  the  General  Assembly  the  Constitutional  Amendment  pro- 
posed at  the  Session  of  1905  entitled  "An  Act  proposing  an 
amendment  to  Section  4  of  Article  V,  of  the  Constitution  of  this 
State  by  striking  out  of  said  Section  all  thereof  which  requires 
the  payment  of  money  as  a  qualification  to  register,"  this  mea- 
sure having  been  approved  by  the  party  conventions  represent- 
ing practically  the  entire  electorate  of  the  State. 

ELECTIONS. 

The  so-called  Australian  ballot  law  in  operation  in  this 
State  is  expensive,  burdensome,  and  unsuited  to  the  temper  of 
our  people  and  times.     It  affects  neither  secrecy  nor  protection 
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to  the  poorly  educated,  nor  safety  to  the  independent  elector 
who  may  desire  to  vote  for  his  choice  of  candidates. 

The  blanket  ballot  should  be  supplanted  by  a  ballot  of  uni- 
form size  and  color,  printed  upon  uniform  paper  furnished  by 
a  public  officer,  and  should  contain  only  the  nominees  of  one 
party,  with  opportunity  for  the  elector  to  examine  and  prepare 
such  ballot  prior  to  entering  the  election  room  for  the  purpose 
of  voting. 

The  election  laws  should  be  so  simple  and  clear  that  Vo- 
ters' Assistants  would  be  unnecessary.  The  present  system 
was  such  an  innovation  that  Voters'  Assistants  were  deemed 
necessary  and  such  officers  were  accordingly  provided  for  in  the 
original  statute.  Later  when  it  was  thought  that  the  necessity 
for  such  officers  had  ceased  the  General  Assemblv  so  amended" 
the  said  Act  that  the  office  was  abolished.  The  excessive  num- 
ber of  ballots  rendered  void  because  of  failure  on  the  part  of  , 
electors  to  comply  with  the  strict  letter  of  tfhe  law  in  marking  } 
their  ballots  gave  rise  to  the  necessity  for  the  restoration  of 
said  office.  The  time  has  arrived  when  Voters'  Assistants  for 
any  cause  should  be  deemed  unnecessary  for  any  person. 

Many  features  of  fchetpresent  system  may  well  be  be  re- 
tained, as  they  make  quiet,  peaceful  and  orderly  elections,  which 
all  desire. 

JURISDICTION  AND  LIMITS. 

I  received  from  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States, 
the  following  letter,  which  sufficiently  explains  the  position  of 
the  Federal  Government  in  requesting  the  State  of  Delaware  to* 
cede  a  certain  definite  portion  of  the  bed  of  the  Delaware  River 
to  the  United  States : 

"His  Excellency,  the  Governor  of  Delaware,  Dover. 
Sir:— 

The  Secretary  of  War  advises  this  Department,  under  date 
of  the  27th  instant,  that  it  has  been  found  necessary,  in  carrying 
out  the  improvement  of  the  Delaware  River  under  authority  of 
Congress,  to  construct  a  bulkhead  around  portions  of  what  are 
known  as  "Dan  Baker"  and  "Stony  Point"  shoals,  so  as  to  form 
a  basin  within  which  to  deposit  the  material  dredged  from  the- 
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<diannel.  When  completed  this  area  will  form  an  island  which 
it  is  thought  important  to  have  in  the  possession  and  under  the 
control  of  the  Federal  Government. 

It  appears  that  the  area  is  in  the  bed  of  the  river  between 
the  States  of  Delaware  and  New  Jersey,  nearer  to  the  New 
Jersey  shore,  and  that  it  therefore  belongs  to  one  of  these  two 
States. 

In  compliance  with  Secretary  Taft's  request,  I  have  the 
honor  to  ask  you  to  be  so  good  as  to  lay  the  matter  before  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  Delaware,  at  the  earliest  practicable 
date,  with  a  view  to  securing  such  action  as  may  be  necessary 
to  vest  in  the  United  States  a  title  to  that  part  of  the  river  bot- 
tom on  which  the  aforesaid  island  is  to  be  constructed. 

I  enclose  a  map  and  description  of  the  submerged  land,  and 
"have  sent  a  letter  similar  to  this  to  the  Governor  of  New  Jer- 
sey.

JAMESTOWN  EXPOSITION. 

The  General  Assembly  of  Virginia  in  1904  adopted  resolu- 
tions reciting  the  settlement  made  at  Jamestown,  May  13,  1607, 
and  declaring  for  the  commemoration  of  the  event  by  an  inter- 
national exposition  on  the  shores  of  Hampton  Roads.  The  res- 
olution inter  alia,  said : 

"Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  the  Senate  concur- 
ring, that  the  Governor  of  this  State  be,  and  he  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  requested,  for  and  on  the  part  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Virginia,  to  at  once  invite  the  co-operation  and  assis- 
tance of  each  and  every  other  State  of  the  Union,  in  order  that 
each  of  them  adopt  the  necessary  measures  to  be  suitable  and 
appropriately  represented  at  the  said  Exposition." 

The  Governor  of  Virginia,  in  inviting  the  co-operation  of 
the  several  States,  said : 
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"Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  the  Senate  concur- 
ring, that  the  Governor  of  this  State  be,  and  he  is  hereby  au- 
thorized and  requested,  for  and  on  the  part  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Virginia,  to  at  once  invite  the  co-operation  and  as- 
sistance of  each  and  every  other  State  of  the  Union,  in  order 
that  each  of  them  adopt  the  necessary  measures  to  be  suitable 
and  appropriately  represented  at  the  said  Exposition." 

The  Governor  of  Virginia,  in  inviting  the  co-operation  of 
the  several  States,  said: 

"I  venture  to  suggest  that  the  commemoration  in  question 
is  of  extraordinary  significance,  as  the  landing  at  Jamestown 
was  the  first  settlement  of  the  English  speaking  people  on  this 
Continent  by  nearly  fourteen  years ;  indeed,  as  a  result  of  this 
settlement  Virginia  was  an  organized  colony  with  an  elective 
Legislative  Assembly  nearly  two  years  prior  to  the  landing  of 
the  heroic  Pilgrims  at  Plymouth  Rock.  Therefore,  this  settle- 
ment is  the  genesis  of  our  national  government,  and  the  origi- 
nal source  of  forces  which  have  entered  mightily  into  the  fabric 
and  growth  of  our  Republic. 

"It  is  hoped  that  the  magnitude  of  the  historic  commemo- 
ration may  have  the  generous  consideration  of  your  State  and 
the  earnest  sympathy  and  co-operation  of  your  people  in  ap- 
propriately bringing  before  the  world  so  transcendent  an 
vent." 

The  character  of  this  ter-centennial  celebration  has  been 
ploited  by  the  press  and  magazines  with  such  particularity 
that  I  need  scarcely  enter  into  details  here. 

In  conformity  to  the  request  of  the  Governor  of  Virginia,  I 
now  call  your  attention  thereto  and  suggest  that  adequate  pro- 
vision be  made  early  in  this  session  for  a  Delaware  building 
and  display. 

The  thirteen  original  States  especially  should  actively  par- 
ticipate in  the  celebration. 

Permit  me  to  caution  you  that  only  such  appropriation  for 
this  laudible  undertaking  should  be  made  which  the  condition 
of  our  Treasury  may  sustain  without  impairing  the  revenue  for 
necessary  maintenance  of  the  State  Government  in  all  its  de- 
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partments  and  the  usual  and  necessary  charitable  and  educa- 
tional charges  upon  the  public  funds. 

UNIFORM  DIVORCE  LAWS. 

On  July  24,  1905,  Governor  Pennypacker,  of  Pennsylvania, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  Assembly  of  that  State, 
forwarded  to  me  a  communication  requesting  the  appointment 
of  delegates  from  this  State  to  participate  in  a  Congress  of  Del- 
egates from  all  the  States  "for  the  purpose  of  examining,  con- 
sidering and  discussing  the  laws  and  decisions  of  the  several 
States  upon  the  subject  of  divorce,  with  the  view  of  adoption  of 
a  draft  of  a  proposed  general  law,  which  shall  be  reported  to 
the  Governors  of  the  States  for  submission  to  the  legislatures 
thereof,  with  the  object  of  securing,  as  nearly  as  possible,  uni- 
form statutes  upon  the  matter  of  divorce  throughout  the  Na- 
tion/' 

Governor  Pennypacker,  under  date  of  November  9th,  1905, 
called  my  attention  to  the  Act  of  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania 
which  provided  that  the  delegates  from  said  State  should  "con- 
sist of  the  Governor  of  Commonwealth,  with  three  citizens  of 
Pennsylvania,  learned  in  the  law"  and  requested  that  the  State 
of  Delaware  should  be  represented  in  like  manner. 

In  accordance  therewith  I  designated  Hon.  Benjamin 
Nields,  Hon.  Robert  H.  Richards,  of  Wilmington,  and  Hon. 
Henry  Ridgely,  of  Dover,  as  the  delegates,  who,  together  with 
the  Governor  of  this  State,  composed  the  Delaware  delegation. 

Unstinted  praise  is  due  Governor  Pennypacker  and  the 
Pennsylvania  delegation  for  their  unflagging  interest  and  ar- 
duous labors  in  preparing  preliminary  work  incident  to  this 
movement. 

I  recommend  that  the  proposed  law,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  practicable  under  our  judicial  system,  be  enacted  into 
law  in  this  State. 

I  desire  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  fhree  delegates 
representing  the  State  for  the  time  devoted  to  and  the  interest 
taken  in  this  most  commendable  movement. 

The  report  of  the  Delaware  delegation  with  its  recommen- 
dations is  herewith  presented  to  you  for  your  thoughtful  consid- 
eration.

In  deference  to  the  express  legislative  will  and  in  courtesy 
to  the  Governor  of  New  York,  without  committing  myself  to 
the  wisdom  or  expediency  of  the  movement,  I  transmit  here- 
with a  certain  resolution  adopted  by  the  Legislature  of  New 
York. 

STATE  OF  NEW  YORK, 
IN  SENATE. 

Albany,  March  I,  1906. 

Whereas,  it  appears  from  the  investigation  recently  made  by 
the  Senate  of  the  United  States,  and  otherwise,  that  polygamy 
still  exists  in  certain  places  in  the  United  State  nothwistanding 
prohibitory  statutes  enacted  by  the  several  States  thereof,  and 

Whereas,  the  practice  of  polygamy  is  generally  condemned 
by  the  people  of  the  United  States  and  there  is  a  demand  for  the 
more  effectual  prohibition  thereof  by  placing  the  subject  under 
Federal  jurisdiction  and  control,  at  the^same  time  reserving  to 
each  State  the  right  to  make  and  enforce  its  own  laws  relating 
to  marriage  and  divorce ;  now,  therefore, 

Resolved  (if  the  Assembly  concur),  That  application  be  and 
hereby  is  made  to  Congress,  under  the  provisions  of  article  five 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  for  the  calling  of  a  con- 
vention to  propose  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  whereby  polygamy  and  polygamous  co-habita- 
tion shall  be  prohibited  and  Congress  shall  be  given  power  to 
enforce  such  prohibition  by  appropriate  legislation. 

Resolved,  That  the  legislatures  of  all  other  States  of  the 
United  States,  now  in  session  or  when  next  convened,  be  and 
they  are  hereby  respectfully  requested  to  join  in  this  application 
by  the  adoption  of  this  or  an  equivalent  resolution. 

Resolved  further,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  and  he 
hereby  is  directed  to  transmit  copies  of  this  application  to  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States,  and 
to  the  several  members  of  said  body  representing  this  State 
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therein ;  also  to  transmit  copies  hereof  to  the  Legislatures  of  all 
-other  States  of  the  United  States.

THE  PROPAGATION  AND  PROTECTION  OF  FISH. 

The  General  Assembly  of  Pennsylvania  adopted  a  resolution 
creating  a  Commission  to  meet  similar  Commissions  appointed 
by  the  States  of  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Delaware  and  Mary- 
land "for  the  purpose  of  formulating  concurrent  or  uniform  leg- 
islation effecting  the  States  named  relating  to  the  propagation 
and  protection  of  fish."  Such  Commissions  have  been  formed 
by  all  the  States  named  except  Delaware. 

I  solicit  your  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  advisability  of 
the  appointment  of  such  joint  commission  with  the  view  of  more 
complete  protection  of  an  industry,  which,  without  adequate  re- 
strictions, may  soon  become  unprofitable  to  those  interested. 

COMPACT  OR  AGREEMENT  BETWEEN  NEW  JERSEY 
AND  DELAWARE  RESPECTING  THE  DELAWARE 

RIVER  AND  BAY. 

In  pursuance  to  the  mandate  of  Section  2,  Chapter  5,  Vol- 
ume 23,  Laws  of  Delaware,  I  did,  in  November,  1905,  transmit 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States  a  duly  certified  copy  of 
said  Act  and  requested  that  it  be  communicated  to  Congress  for 
its  action. 

Ratification  of  said  compact  or  agreement  was  not  had  dur- 
ing the  first  session  of  the  59th  Congress  but  it  is  expected  that 
this  measure  will  be  finally  disposed  of  during  the  present  ses- 
sion of  Congress.

CRIMES  AND  PUNISHMENTS. 

To  render  more  effective  our  criminal  code  and  remedy 
•certain  defects  therein  I  recommend  that  the  criminal  laws  of  the 
State  be  so  amended  and  supplemented  as  that  various  forms  of 
false-swearing,  other  than  perjury,  may  be  punished. 

That  the  punishment  for  manslaughter  may  be  made  more 
severe. 

That  the  offense  of  conspiracy  be  by  statute  broadened  in 
its  scope. 

That  the  punishment  for  bigamy  be  made  more  severe. 

That  the  jurisdiction  of  the  offenses  of  carrying  concealed 
a  deadly  weapon,  pointing  a  pistol  at  another  person  and  dis- 
charging a  firearm  upon  the  public  highway  be  given  to  tribu- 
nals inferior  to  the  Court  of  General  Sessions  where  possible. 

PARDONS,  REPRIEVES  AND  REMISSIONS. 

An  account  of  all  remissions  of  fines  and  forfeitures,  re- 
prieves, commutation  of  sentences  and  pardons  granted  by  me 
during  the  past  two  years,  with  the  reasons  therefor,  is  here- 
with transmitted,  in  compliance  with  the  injunction  of  the  Con- 
stitution, for  your  information. 
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Firmly  convinced  that  the  fullest  and  freest  public  discus- 
sion before  either  or  both  branches  of  the  General  Assembly,  or 
any  committee  thereof,  by  individuals  or  representatives  of  inr- 
terests  affected,  or  claimed  to  be  affected,  in  any  manner  by  pro- 
posed legislation,  should  be  accorded,  yet  I  am  of  the  opinion- 
that  it  is  wise  to  adopt,  and  therefore  suggest  for  your  consid- 
eration an  enactment,  proper  and  adequate  legislation  upon  the 
subject  which  will  safeguard  the  General  Assembly  from  im- 
proper influences. 

In  the  exercise  of  your  duties  as  legislators  permit  me  to* 
caution  you  against  the  evil  consequences  of  ill  considered  and 
poorly  drafted  measures.  Past  experience  should  assist  you.  It 
is  not  the  quantity  but  the  quality  of  measures  enacted  by  you 
which  will  give  this  session  character  and  bring  to  you  honor 
and  credit.  Too  mdch  legislation  works  a  greater  evil  upon  the 
people  than  the  failure  to  pass  any. 

Permit  no  law  to  pass  unless  it  can  stand  certain  tests ;  each 
enactment  must  not  be  in  conflict  with  the  Federal  and  State 
Constitutions ;  it  should  be  clear  in  its  terms,  not  be  indefinite, 
vague  or  uncertain  as  to  its  meaning,  and  not  the  least  im- 
portant, its  enrollment  should  have  the  most  scrupulous  care  and" 
attention  in  all  particulars.

Senate  Joint  Resolution,  No.  2,  entitled: 

Joint  Resolution  regulating  the  purchase  and  furnishing  all 
printing  and  supplies  to  be  used  by  the  present  session  of  the 
General  Assembly. 

And  presented  the  same  to  the  Senate. 

By  permission  of  the  Senate  the  President  of  the  Senate 
read  a  communication  from  H.  H.  Ward,  Esq.,  embodying  his 
opinion  as  senior  member  of  the  Counsel  for  General  Assembly 
upon  the  term  "supplies",  as  intended  by  constitutional  provi- 
sion for  each  member  of  the  General  Assembly. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Sparks  the  communication  was  ord- 
ered spread  upon  the  Journal,  as  follows : 

To  the  President  of  the  Senate  of  the  State  of  Delaware. 
My  Dear  Sir : 

I  am  advised  that  the  Senate  has  submitted  for  my  opinion 
the  question  as  to  whether  postage  stamps  may  be  furnished 
the  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  necessary  for  carrying 
on  the  correspondence  of  the  members  during  the  session,  and 
if  such  stamps  may  be  so  furnished,  whether  they  come  within 
the  meaning  of  the  word  "supplies"  as  used  in  Section  15,  Arti- 
cle 2  of  the  State  Constitution. 

Section  15,  Article  2  of  the  Constitution  deals  with  the 
question  of  the  compensation  and  emoluments  of  the  members 
of  the  General  Assembly  during  regular  and  special  sessions  of 
the  State  Legislature.  The  first  paragraph  of  the  section  limits 
ihe  compensation  for  their  services  to  a  certain  per  diem  allow- 
ance of  $5  for  the  members  in  general,  and  of  $6  for  presiding 
officers,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  60  days  at  a  regular  session. 
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Under  the  Constitution,  no  member  is  entitled  to  any  compen- 
sation for  his  services  as  legislator  beyond  the  figures  named 
in  this  section.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  no  member  is  entitled 
to  receive  postage  stamps  by  any  method  that  would  serve  to 
increase  such  compensation,  and  that  the  only  manner  under 
which  the  members  would  be  entitled  to  postage  stamps  would 
be,  if  at  all,  to  receive  the  same  under  the  head  of  "supplies", 
which  are  provided  for  in  the  third  paragraph  of  Section  15. 

.  The  third  paragraph  of  Section  15  reads  as  follows:  "The 
cost  to  the  State  for  stationery  and  other  supplies  for  each 
member  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
$25  for  any  regular  session",  &c.  In  my  opinion  the  words 
"stationery  and  other  supplies"  are  wide  enough,  in  view  of  the 
necessity  imposed  upon  all  the  members  of  the  Legislature  to 
have  more  or  less  correspondence  with  reference  to  public  mat- 
ters and  their  legislative  duties,  to  include  postage  stamps,  but 
I  am  also  of  the  opinion  that  all  stationery  and  other  supplies 
to  which  any  member  of  the  General  Assembly  is  entitled  must 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  $25  for  each  member,  including  postage 
stamps. 

To  state  mv  conclusion  as  a  whole  I  would  sav,  that  mem- 
bers  were  entitled  to  receive,  as  a  part  of  their  stationery  and 
supplies  postage  stamps  for  their  use  during  the  session  of  the 
General  Assembly,  ancf  that  all  stationery  and  supplies  of  every 
nature,  furnished  to  the  members,  including  postage  stamps, 
must  not  exceed  the  sum  of  $25  per  member.

To  the  General  Assembly  of  tlhe  State  of  Delaware. 

The  Commissioners  appointed  on  the  part  of  the  State  of 
Delaware  by  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly,  approved  March 
23d,  1905,  to  confer  with  like  commissioners  appointed  by  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  for  the  purpose  of 
drafting  uniform  laws  to  regulate  the  catching  and  taking  of 
fish  in  the  Delaware  river  and  bav  between  said  two  States, 
and  also  to  ascertain  the  dividing  line  between  said  river  and 
bay,  and  upon  each  of  the  shores  of  the  said  two  States,  where 
said  dividing  line  extended  shall  intersect  the  same,  and  at  the 
joint  expense  of  said  States,  erect  a  suitable  monument  to 
mark  the  said  dividing  line,  do  respectfully  report  to  the  Gene- 
ral Assembly  as  follows: 

That,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  said  Act  of 
Assembly,  they  did,  on  the  first  of  April,  A.  D.  1905,  meet,  and 
after  being  duly  qualified,  according  to  law,  did  organize  by  the 
election  of  Alexander  B.  Cooper,  President,  and  Walter  H* 
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Hayes,  Secretary,  and  at  once  entered  upon  the  performance 
of  their  duties.  A  large  number  of  printed  notices  were  pre- 
pared and  mailed  to  prominent  fishermen  and  others  through- 
out the  State,  soliciting  information  upon  the  subject — matter 
before  the  Commission.  A  number  of  public  meetings  were 
called  by  the  Commission  by  public  advertisements  and  held  at 
prominent  points  in  the  State,  to-wit,  at  New  Castle,  Delaware* 
City,  Lewes,  Dover  and  Wilmington.  These  meetings  were  all 
well  attended  by  men  engaged  and  interested  in  every  branch 
of  fishing  in  the  Delaware  Bay  and  River.  With  their  aid  and 
suggestions,  and  with  the  aid  of  full  copies  of  the  fishing  laws 
heretofore  in  existence  in  this  State,  the  Commissioners,  after 
due  and  careful  consideration,  drafted  an  outline  of  a  bill  pro- 
viding for  uniform  laws,  in  accordance  with  the  information 
and  data  thus  obtained. 

They  also  communicated  with  the  Commissioners  on  the 
part  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  to-wit,  William  J.  Bradley,, 
John  Boyd  Avis  and  James  Strimple,  and  arranged  for  meet- 
ings of  the  Joint  Commission  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

On  the  fifteenth  day  of  December,  1905,  the  first  joint 
meeting  was  held  in  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  organization 
of  the  Joint  Commission  was  effected  by  electing  Alexander  B- 
Cooper,  President,  and  John  Boyd  Avis,  Secretary.  The  mat- 
ters committed  to  the  Joint  Commission  were  taken  up,  thor- 
oughly discussed,  and  a  mode  of  proceeding  agreed  upon. 
Meetings  of  the  Joint  Commissioners  and  the  respective  State 
Commissioners  were  held  from  time  to  time  until  the  sixteenth 
day  of  January,  1907,  upon  which  last  named  date  a  bill  pro- 
viding for  uniform  laws  to  regulate  the  catching  and  taking  of 
fish  in  the  Delaware  River  and  Bay  between  the  said  two  Statea 
was  presented  to  the  Joint  Commission,  and  after  full  discus- 
sion, amendment  and  consideration,  was  agreed  upon.  A  copy 
of  the  bill  is  herewith  submitted  to  t(he  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Delaware,  with  a  certificate  of  approval  annexed; 
signed  by  all  of  the  Commissioners  on  behalf  of  both  States, — 
to  take  such  action  thereon,  as  is  provided  in  "An  Act  to  ratify 
and  confirm  the  compact  or  agreement  between  the  States  of 
New  Jersey  and  Delaware  respecting  the  Delaware  River  and 
Bay  and  to  authorize  the  execution  thereof,,J  approved  Mardh 
20th,  1905,  and  published  in  Volume  23,  Laws  of  Delaware*,. 
page  12. 
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Owing  to  slight  differences  in  procedure,  in  the  two  States, 
it  was  found  necessary  to  make  some  changes  in  relation  there- 
to, in  the  Act  to  be  adopted  by  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and 
the  Commissioners  return  herewith,  a  copy  of  the  New  Jersey 
bill  as  agreed  upon  by  the  Joint  Commission  as  aforesaid,  with 
a  certificate  of  approval  signed  by  all  of  the  Commissioners  on 
the  part  of  both  States. 

With  the  exception  of  these  slight  changes  in  the  matter 
of  procedure,  so  as  to  adapt  the  bills  to  the  system  in  force  in 
each  of  the  respective  States,  the  said  bills  are  alike,  and  pro- 
vide uniform  laws  for  the  catching  and  taking  of  fish  in  the 
waters  of  the  Delaware  River  and  Bay  between  the  said  States. 

The  Commissioners  on  the  part  of  this  State,  and  the  Com- 
missioners on  the  part  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  have  sub- 
mitted the  bills  for  uniform  laws,  as  so  drawn,  to  the  Attorneys 
General  of  the  respective  States,  and  have  received  opinions 
from  them  respectively,  approving  said  laws. 

The  provisions  of  the  bill  in  the  judgment  of  the  Com- 
missioners are  in  accord  with  the  prevailing  opinions  of  the  fish- 
ermen of  this  State  and  those  interested  in  the  preservation 
and  taking  of  fish  in  said  waters,  as  expressed  and  shown  from 
the  testimony  taken  by  the  Commissioners  at  the  various  meet- 
ings held,  and  from  such  other  sources  as  have  been  available 
to  the  Commissioners. 

The  most  serious  differences  of  opinion  presented  to  the 
Commissioners  was  as  to  the  Menhaden  Fisheries, — and  was 
between  the  catchers  and  takers  of  food  fish  in  the  Delaware 
Bay  and  River,  and  the  Menhaden  fishermen  who  have  large 
and  valuable  plants  at  Lewes  in  this  State,  and  elsewhere.  A 
special  hearing  was  given  to  the  Menhaden  fishermen  in  the 
City  of  Wilmington.  At  which  meeting  it  was  strongly  urged 
by  those  representing  the  Menhaden  Fisheries  Hhat,  notwith- 
standing a  prevailing  public  opinion  to  the  contrary,  they  were 
not  catchers  of  food  fish  to  any  great  extent,  and  that  their 
operations  were  rather  a  benefit,  than  a  detriment  to  the  other 
fishing  industries.  Outside  of  those  directly  interested  in  the 
Menhaden  Fisheries,  the  evidence  was  very  strong  that  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  month  of  August,  and  particularly  in  the 
month  of  September,  many  small  food  fish  in  passing  form  the 
^waters  of  the  Delaware  River  and  Bay  are  captured  and  de- 
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stroyed  by  the  Menhaden  fishermen.  Therefore,  after  a  fullr 
investigation  and  thorough  consideration  of  all  the  information 
they  have  been  able  to  get  on  the  subject  from  both  sides,  the 
Commissioners  are  of  the  opinion  that  Menhaden  fishing 
should  not  be  allowed  in  the  Delaware  Bay  after  the  thirty-first 
day  of  August  in  each  year.  In  this  connection,  the  Commis-  • 
sioners  would  also  say  that  they  have  carefully  examined  and 
considered  the  reports  of  the  United  States  Fish  Commission, 
a  special  Commission  appointed  by  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 
and  much  literature  on  the  subject, — as  well  as  the  testimony 
of  persons  having  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  conditions. 

In  view  of  the  undoubted  fact  of  the  gradual  disappearance 
of  the  shad  from  said  waters,  and  the  almost  total  disappear- 
ance of  the  valuable  sturgeon  industries,  the  Commissioners 
have  been  especially  solicitous  to  ascertain  what  measures  of 
protection  should  be  given  to  these  fish  and  industries.  They 
have  been  unable  to  discover  any  cause  or  causes  for  the  pres- 
ent conditions,  excepting  the  Menhaden  fishing  as  heretofore 
carried  on,  and  the  pollution  of  the  waters,  and  they  have  en- 
deavored to  guard  against  the  total  extinction  of  these  valua- 
ble fish  in  the  provisions  of  the  bill  herewith  submitted. 

Another  duty  imposed  by  the  General  Assembly  upon  the 
Commissioners  was  to  ascertain  and  mark  the  dividing  line  be- 
tween the  Delaware  River  and  Bay.  They  examined  many  per- 
sons, captains,  pilots  and  others — familiar  with  the  waters, 
United  States  Government  Charts,  and  on  the  twenty-second 
day  of  June,  1906,  the  Joint  Commission  boarded  the  tug  "Tau- 
rus" and  went  down  the  Delaware  River  to  ascertain  the  di- 
viding line  between  it  and  the  Delaware  Bay.  They  found  no 
little  difficulty  in  doing  this,  as  the  character  of  the  soil  was  so 
spongy  and  marshy  that  it  was  almsot  impossible  to  select  suit- 
able places  for  erecting  the  monuments.  After  a  thorough  and 
careful  inspection,  however,  of  both  sides  of  the  said  River,  and 
in  view  of  the  information  above  mentioned,  they  determined 
"that  a  monument  should  be  erected  on  the  Delaware  shore, 
at  or  near  Liston's  Point,  and  that  a  similar  monument  should 
be  erected  on  the  New  Jersey  shore  near  the  mouth  of  Hope 
Creek,  and  that  a  straight  line  drawn  through  the  center  of 
said  monuments,  across  the  body  of  water  intervening,  should 
be  the  line  dividing  Delaware  River  from  the  Delaware  Bay", 
and  thereupon  they  determined  to  acquire  title  in  the  State  of 
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Delaware  to  a  sufficient  quantity  of  land  upon  which  said  mon- 
ument is  to  be  erected  on  the  Delaware  shore,  and  instructed 
the  Secretary  to  ascertain  if  such  title  could  be  obtained.  They 
have  arranged  with  the  owners  of  said  land  to  convey  to  the 
State  of  Delaware  a  sufficient  quantity  thereof,  not  exceeding 
ten  feet  square,  upon  which  said  monument  is  to  be  erected,  at 
a  cost  not  to  exceed  five  dollars.  The  Commissioners  feel  that 
the  State  of  Delaware  is  indebted  for  the  public-spirited  liberal- 
ity of  Albert  W.  Cummins  and  his  sisters,  the  owners  of  this 
land,  for  practically  donating  it  to  the  State  for  this  purpose. 

On  the  thirty-first  day  of  October,  1906,  the  Joint  Com- 
mission entered  into  a  contract  with  William  Davidson  of  the 
City  of  Wilmington,  Delaware,  a  competent  and  trustworthy 
dealer  in,  and  manufacturer  of  monuments,  to  erect  two  suita- 
ble monuments,  one  on  the  Delaware  shore  at  the  point  above 
designated,  and  one  on  the  New  Jersey  shore  at  the  point  above 
designated.  The  cost  for  the  erection  of,  and  inscription  on 
both  of  these  monuments  amounts  to  three  hundred  and  sev- 
enty dollars.  The  contract  was  awarded  to  said  Davidson,  as 
he  was  the  lowest  and  best  bidder  for  the  same,  in  response  to 
proposals  therefor  submitted  by  the  Commission.  In  addition, 
the  Joint  Commission  has  provided  that  the  said  monuments 
shall  be  erected  under  the  supervision  and  direction  of  a  compe- 
tent inspector  employed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Joint  Com- 
mission, and  subject  to  his  approval.  These  monuments  are 
precisely  alike  in  size  and  manner  of  erection.  Each  is  eight 
feet,  four  inches  high,  one  foot  and  six  inches  square  at  the 
base,  tapering  to  one  foot  square  near  the  top,  and  then  beveled 
to  a  point  at  least  four  inches  above  the  top  square.  One  side 
of  each  of  said  monuments  is  to  be  polished,  and  each  of  said 
monuments  is  to  be  set  up  on  a  concrete  foundation  tfliree  feet 
deep,  said  concrete  to  be  laid  on  good  timber  or  stone  slab  bot- 
tom. Each  concrete  foundation  to  be  at  least  four  feet  square 
at  the  bottom,  to  continue  at  that  size  for  six  inches  in  height, 
thence  to  taper  on  all  sides  to  the  top  of  the  concrete  which 
shall  be  at  least  two  feet  and  six  inches  square.  Each  of  said 
monuments  is  to  be  of  Brandywine  granite,  and  on  the  polished 
side  of  the  monument  to  be  erected  on  the  Delaware  shore  is 
to  be  the  following  inscription. 

"MOUTH  OF  THE  DELAWARE  RIVER. 

A  straight  line  drawn  from  the  center  of  this  monument,  to 
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the  center  of  a  similar  monument,  erected  near  the  mouth  of 
Hope  Creek,  on  the  New  Jersey  shore,  is  the  dividing  line  be- 
tween the  Delaware  River  and  Bay. 

Ascertained  June  22nd,  A.  D.  1906,  in  pursuance  of  uni- 
form acts  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  State  of  Delaware  and  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  approved  A.  D.  1905.

Ascertained  June  22nd,  A.  D.  1906,  in  pursuance  of  uni- 
form acts  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  State  of  Delaware  and  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  approved  A.  D.  1905.

The  Commissioners  return  herewith  a  statement  of  the 
necessary  expenses  incurred  by  them  attendant  upon  the  exe-

cution  of  their  duties  as  said  Commissioners,  together  with  re- 
ceipted vouchers  for  all  payments  made.  They  also  return  the 
minutes  of  the  Commissioners  of  this  State,  the  minutes  of  the 
Joint  Commission,  the  typewritten  copy  of  the  testimony  taken 
before  them,  together  with  the  contract  for  the  erection  of  said 
monuments. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Commissioners  to  hereafter 
draw  from  the  State  Treasury,  out  of  the  funds  appropriated 
an  amount  sufficient  to  pay  for  one-half  of  the  cost  of  tflie  mak- 
ing, erection  and  inspection  of  said  monuments,  and  other  ex- 
penses.

Mr.  Thomas  N.  Rawlins,  State  Treasurer,  being  admitted, 
made  a  report  as  to  the  cause  of  his  inability  to  collect  the 
taxes  due  from  banks.  He  also  read  a  letter  from  Mr.  Robert 
H.  Richards,  Attorney  General  of  Delaware, 

Which,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Sparks,  was  ordered  received 
and  spread  on  the  journal,  as  follows : 

Mr.  Speaker  and  Senators: 

You  ask  that  I  appear  with  counsel.  I  accordingly  noti- 
fied Mr.  Richards,  the  Attorney  General,  and  have  from  him  a 
reply  in  which  he  states  his  inability  to  be  present  as  the  crimi- 
nal term  of  Court  begins  in  New  Castle  County  to-day.  He 
does  however,  enter  into  a  discussion  of  this  whole  matter,  as 
I  will  quote  to  you  later  on. 

As  to  the  history  of  this  matter,  permit  me  first  to  call  at- 
tention to  Chapter  678,  Volume  17,  as  adopted  April  17,  1885, 
directing  the  Attorney  General  to  .proceed  against  the  banks, 
and  authorizing  the  State  Treasurer  to  employ  additional  coun- 
sel. This  was  the  Legislative  action  that  led  up  to  the  suit  re- 
ferred to  in  the  Resolution  adopted  by  this  body. 
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The  next  mentioned  that  I  find  of  this  matter  is  in  Chapter 
742,  Vol.  18,  adopted  March  26,  1889,  -and  provides  for  a  Joint 
Committee  to  determine  the  amount  of  compensation  due  the 
special  counsel  and  the  Attorney  General  for  prosecuting  the 
suit,  the  result  of  which  suit  is  recited  in  your  resolution. 

After  this  settlement  the  bank  continued  to  pay  the  tax 
till  about  1901.  Hon.  Martin  B.  Burris,  my  predecessor,  made 
a  full  report  to  the  General  Assembly  in  1903,  which  report  will 
be  found  in  full  on  page  459  of  the  Journal  of  the  Senate  for 
that  year,  and  which  is  hereby  referred  to  and  I  desire  to  have 
included  as  a  part  of  my  reply.  What  action,  if  any,  was  taken 
upon  this  report  is  a  matter  of  public  record.  In  his  report  to 
the  General  Assembly  of  1905,  Mr.  Burris  again  called  atten- 
tion to  this  matter  in  this  language : 

"I  desire  further  to  inform  you,  as  I  did  the  last  General 
Assembly,  that  a  large  majority  of  the  banks  in  the  State  have, 
for  three  years,  refused  to  pay  the  State  the  tax  levied  upon 
their  stock  under  Chapter  393,  Volume  13,  Laws  of  Delaware. 
These  banks,  acting  upon  advise  of  counsel,  refuse  to  pay  the 
tax  on  the  ground  that  the  law  is  unconstitutional.  The  law 
provides  no  means  by  which  the  State  Treasurer  can  compel 
the  banks  to  submit  to  him  a  list  of  their  stockholders,  without 
which  information  he  is  unable  to  enforce  payment  of  the  tax 
by  sale  of  the  stock.  The  State  Treasurer  has  made  repeated 
demands  of  the  delinquent  banks  to  provide  such  lists,  but  they 
have  refused  so  to  do." 

After  having  learned  all  these  facts,  and  appreciating  the 
importance  of  action  on  the  part  of  somebody  if  such  action 
could  be  taken,  since  the  General  Assembly  had  shown  no  dis- 
position to  do  anything  notwithstanding  these  repeated  efforts 
on  the  part  of  my  predecessor,  to  secure  action,  I  took  the  mat- 
ter up  with  the  Attorney  General  first  in  a  brief  interview,  and 
later,  on  September  7th,  1905,  I  wrote  him  at  length  going  into 
detail  in  the  matter,  and  asking  for  advice  and  suggestion  from 
him.  He  later  on  advised  me  in  a  personal  interview  that 
nothing  could  be  done  without  legislative  action.  And  I  so 
stated  in  my  published  report  for  1905,  and  I  think  I  so  stated 
to  the  Legislative  Committee. 

As  to  the  now  famous  resolution  adopted  by  IJhe  Legisla- 
tive Committee,  which  reads:    "Resolved,  That  this  Commit- 
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tee  recommend  that  legal  steps  be  taken  at  once  to  collect  the* 
said  indebtedness",  (meaning  the  tax  against  banks)  I  submit 
that  nothing  therein  contained  is  directed  to  any  individuaL- 
The  Attorney  General  advises  me  that  the  necessary  "legal 
steps"  can  only  be  taken  by  the  General  Assembly.  That  be- 
ing true,  there  was  nothing  I  could  do  beyond  making  demands,- 
which  I  have  not  failed  to  do. 

I  find  that  on  June  21st,  1906,  I  sent  to  the  cashier  of  each, 
bank  (not  trust  company)  in  the  State  a  letter  as  follows : 

Dear  Sir: — 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  Chapter  393,  Vol.  13, 
Laws  of  Delaware,  as  found  on  page  54  of  the  Revised  Code. 
By  reference  thereto  you  will  find  a  provision  for  a  tax  of  1-4 
of  1  per  cent,  of  the  cash  value  of  each  share  of  the  capital 
stock  of  banks  and  banking  associations.  ¥ 

This  law  makes  it  the  duty  of  the  president  or  cashier  on 
the  first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year  to  make  and  to 
furnish  to  the  State  Treasurer  a  list  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
bank  or  banking  association,  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each 
and  their  actual  cash  value,  and  to  verify  said  statement  by 
oath  or  affirmation,  properly  attested.  The  said  president  or 
cashier  is  further  required  semi-annually  to  deduct  1-2  of  said 
annual  tax  out  of  dividends  or  profits  and  to  pay  it  over  to  the 
State  Treasurer.  As  compensation  for  such  services  he  shall 
be  allowed  a  commission  of  2  1-2  per  cent,  upon  the  amount  of 
tax  paid  into  the  State  Treasury. 

I  find  by  reference  to  the  books  of  this  office  that  no  such 
statement  has  been  furnished,  or  tax  paid,  by  the  president  or 

cashier  of  the  bank  represented  by  you  since 

I  would  therefore  request  that  you  furnish  me  a  statement  as 

required  by  the  law  as  of and  for  each 

succeeding  period  of  six  months  thereafter,  reminding  you  that 
the  statement  of  value  is  to  be  upon  the  basis  of  cash  value  and 
not  the  par  value.  I  would  further  request  that  you  forward 
to  me  the  amount  of  tax  due  as  per  these  statements  asked  for, 
less  the  amount  of  commission  allowed  you  for  so  doing. 

I  am  sending  you  under  separate  cover  a  supply  of  proper- 
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^blanks  upon  which  the  report  asked  for  can  be  made  out  and 
.forwarded  to  this  office.

Special  report  of  Hon.  Martin  B.  Burris  to  the  General 
Assembly  of  1903. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  State 
-  of  Delaware  in  General  Assembly  met : 

I  beg  leave  to  report  to  your  Honorable  Body  that  a  large 
number  of  the  National  Banks  in  the  State  of  Delaware  have 
refused  to  pay  the  State  tax  levied  upon  their  capital  stock  un- 
der the  provisions  of  Chapter  393,  Volume  13,  Laws  of  Dela- 
ware, for  the  year  1902.  I  have  conferred  with  the  Presidents 
of  some  of  those  banks,  desiring  to  learn  the  ground  upon 
which  they  base  their  refusal  to  pay  said  tax,  and  find  that  rJiey 
have  reverted  to  the  same  position  held  by  them  relative  to  this 
matter  prior  to  1900,  at  which  time  these  taxes  were  in  arrears 
to  the  extent  of  a  large  sum  of  money,  and  the  General  Assem- 
bly appointed  counsel  to  test  the  constitutionality  of  the  act 
above  referred  to,  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  United  States. 
Whereupon  a  case  was  stated  before  Judge  McKennan,  of  the 
Third  District  of  said  court,  and  by  him  decided,  sustaining  the 
act  under  which  these  banks  were  taxed  in  this  State.  This  de- 
cision is  found  in  the  case  of  First  National  Bank  of  Wilming- 
ton vs.  Herbert,  State  Treasurer,  44  Federal  Reporter,  page 
158. 

The  banks  threatened  to  appeal  from  this  decision  to  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  but  in  the  meantime,  a 
compromise  was  agreed  upon,  and  the  General  Assembly,  by 
a  joint  resolution,  adopted  April  7th,  1891,  instructed  counsel 

"•to  accept  the  sum  of  $47,000  in  full  of  all  taxes  due  up  to  the 
first  day  of  July,  1891,  the  said  banks  agreeing  to  pay  the  taxes 

ifrom  that  time  xm,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
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April  8th,  1869,  hereinabove  referred  to,  which  the  said  banks- 
continued  to  do  till  the  year  1902,  as  above  stated. 

Section  5219  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the  United  States 
provides  that  "the  Legislature  of  each  State  may  detejmine 
and  direct  the  manner  and  place  of  taxing  all  the  shares  of  the 
National  Banking  Associations  located  within  the  State",  pro- 
vided, "that  the  taxation  shall  not  be  at  a  greater  rate  than  is 
assessed  upon  other  moneyed  capital  in  the  hands  of  the  indi- 
vidual citizens  of  such  State." 

On  the  4th  day  of  June,  1895,  Messrs.  George  S.  Capelle 
and  Joseph  L.  Carpenter,  Jr.,  in  behalf  of  these  banks,  took  an 
opinion  from  William  C.  Spruance,  Esq.,  of  the  New  Castle 
County  Bar,,  wherein  Mr.  Spruance,  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that 
the  term  "moneyed  capital"  as  used  in  the  United  States  Stat- 
ute above  referred  to  "includes  credits,  money  loaned  at  in- 
terest, money  invested  in  bonds,  mortgages,  or  other  securities 
for  the  payment  of  money,  stock,  or  other  interests  owned  by 
individuals  in  enterprises,  the  capital  of  which  is  used  as  money, 
where  the  object  of  the  business  is  the  making  of  profit  by  the 
use  of  money,  by  loaning,  discounting,  or  otherwise" ;  and  fur- 
ther, "that  the  decision  of  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  in  the 
First  National  Bank  against  Herbert,  is  not  justified  by  a  fair 
interpretation  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  or  by  any  case  in  the  Su- 
preme Court ;  and  that  there  is  sufficient  reason  to  believe  that 
the  said  decision  would  have  been  reversed  on  appeal,  and  that 
in  any  case,  upon  the  same  facts,  the  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court  would  be  against  the  validity  of  the  tax  of  the  State  of 
Delaware  on  National  Bank  Shares". 

Tt  is  the  opinion  which  the  banks  rely  upon,  and,  if  cor- 
rect, it  follows,  that  if  the  Legislature  proposes  to  tax  them,  it 
must  also  tax  Trust  Companies  and  Investments  on  Bonds  and 
Mortgages  and  other  like  moneyed  capital. 

In  the  year   1899,  the  amount  turned  into  the  Treasury 
from  this  source  of  taxation  was  $9,166.05.     In  the  year  1900,. 
it  was  $9,243.00.     In  the  year  1901  it  was  $6497.59.     And  in 
the  year  1902,  $3,033.24,  more  than  half  of  the  banks  having  re- 
fused to  pay  this  tax. 

I  submit  this  address  to  your  Honorable  Body  in  order  to* 
acquaint  you  with  the  facts  in  the  premises,  and  that  I  may  re— 
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ceive  from  you  instructions  as  to  the  course  I  shall  pursue  in 
this  behalf. 

I  have  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  opinion  of  Mr. 
Spruance  and  the  brief  submitted  by  him  in  support  of  it,  as 
well  also  the  case  of  the  First  National  Bank  against  Herbert, 
herein  referred  to ;  and  candor  compels  me  to  say  that  I  fear  if 
this  matter  be  carried  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  the  decision  in  the  case  of  First  National  Bank  agianst 
Herbert  will  be  reversed. 

Therefore,  if  your  Honorable  Body  purposes  to  enforce 
the  collection  of  the  tax  on  these  banks,  I  would  suggest  that 
legislation  be  enacted  taxing  Trust  Companies,  and  other  mon- 
eyed capital  within  the  State,  in  like  proportion.

1  received  replies  from  four  national  banks  all  located  in 
Wilmington,  acknowledging  receipt  of  my  letter,  and  all  re- 
plying practically  to  the  same  effect,  that  "owing  to  the  fact 
that  the  State  of  Delaware  has  failed  to  tax  other  similar  mon- 
eyed capital  in  the  past  we  have  not  complied  with  the  provi- 
sion of  the  law  to  which  vou  call  attention". 

Later  on,  after  consultation  with  the  Attorney  General,  in 
as  much  as  the  Farmers'  Bank,  which  has  also  declined  to  pay 
this  tax  for  several  years,  is  a  State  institution,  and  as  I  con- 
sidered that  its  failure  to  pay  might  be  construed  into  an  ex- 
cuse on  the  part  of  the  national  banks,  on  October  29th,  1906, 
I  sent  a  special  communication  to  the  Cashier  of  each  branch 
of  the  Farmers'  Bank  as  follows : 

Dear  Sir: 

Since  writing  you  last  regarding  the  tax  on  shares  of  stock 
of  your  bank  due  the  State  of  Delaware  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  393,  Volume  13,  Laws  of  Delaware,  I  have  asked  the 
Attorney  General  for  his  opinion  as  to  whether  the  Farmers' 
Bank  could  claim  exemption  from  the  payment  of  such  tax  be- 
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cause  of  the  provision  noted  in  said  Act,  which  seems  clearly 
to  apply  only  to  banks  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  United 
States.  He  has  expressed  to  me  his  opinion  that  the  excep- 
tion provided  for  in  said  Act  does  not  in  any  way  apply  to  the 
Farmers'  Bank,  and  if  applicable  at  all  can  only  be  applicable 
in  the  case  of  banks  organized  under  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  i.  e.  national  banks,  there  being  no  exception  under  this 
Statute  in  the  case  of  the  application  of  the  law  to  any  State 
bank.  I  would,  therefore,  again  ask  that  you  forward  to  this 
office  statements  of  the  actual  value  of  the  shares  of  stock  of 
your  bank  as  of  January  ist  and  July  1st  of  each  year  since  you 
last  made  a  payment  of  such  tax,  and  forward  with  the  same 
the  amount  of  taxes  due  the  State,  as  per  said  statements  asked 
for.

The  Attorney  General  having  expressed  to  me  the  opinion 
that  trust  companies  are  banks  within  the  meaning  of  the  Stat- 
ute, and  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  whose  duty  it  is  to  ex- 
amine all  banks  and  banking  institutions  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  this  State,  having  expressed  the  same  opinion,  upon 
the  advice  of  the  Attorney  General,  under  date  of  November 
20th,  1906,  I  wrote  to  each  of  the  trust  companies,  as  follows : 

Dear  Sir: — 

I  am  advised  by  the  Attorney  General  that  in  his  opinion 
the  corporation  represented  by  you  is  a  bank  or  banking  asso- 
ciation, and  as  such  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  thereof  are 
subject  to  the  tax  provided  for  in  Chapter  393,  Volume  13, 
Laws  of  Delaware,  as  found  on  page  54  of  the  Revised  Code.  I 
would,  therefore,  ask  that  you  forward  to  this  office  a  statement 
as  provided  for  in  said  Act  as  of  January  ist  and  July  ist  of 
each  year  since  said  corporation  began  business,  together  with 
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the  amount  of  tax  due  the  State,  as  per  the  statements  asked 
ior. 

Permit  me  to  remind  you  that  the  law  provides  for  the  ac? 
tual  value,  and  not  the  par  value,  shall  be  given  in  statement 
provided  for. 

I  am  sending  under  separate  cover  blanks  for  statements. 
Should  more  blanks  be  needed,  kindly  advise  me  and  they  will 
be  forwarded.

3Iy  Dear  Sir: 

I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  favor  of  Feb.  1st,  en- 
<losing  a  copy  of  a  resolution  and  motion  of  the  Senate  of  this 
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State.  Your  letter  being  in  pursuance  of  a  verbal  conversation- 
with  me  yesterday  at  Dover.  As  I  told  you  yesterday,  it 
would  be  impossible  for  me  to  come  to  Dover  on  Monday,  un- 
der any  circumstances,  for  the  reason  that  the  Criminal  Term 
of  Court  begins  in  this  County  on  Monday,  and  in  addition  to 
that  I  expect  to  be  required  to  go  to  Washington  to  appear  in 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  on  that  day. 

The  Senate  resolution  above  referred  to  is  a  most  unusual 
one  and  from  its  peculiar  character  I  do  not  see  it  would  be 
proper  for  me  to  appear  as  your  Counsel  in  the  matter  under 
any  circumstances,  for  the  reason  that  the  General  Assembly 
might  take  action  (the  Senate  itself,  without  concurrence  of 
the  House,  having  no  authority  to  take  such  action)  directing 
that  suit  be  brought  against  you  or  your  bondsmen  for  the 
amount  of  money  in  said  resolution  specified,  or  some  portion 
thereof,  in  which  event  it  would  be  my  duty  to  represent  the 
State  in  that  suit  and  my  position  would,  therefore,  be  adverse 
to  your  interests. 

I  am  very  glad,  however,  to  express  my  views  of  the  situa- 
tion with  respect  to  the  tax  provided  for  in  Chapter  393,  Vol- 
ume 13,  Laws  of  Delaware,  commonly  known  as  the  tax  upon 
Banks  and  Banking  Institutions.  The  statute  in  question  is 
one  which  provides  for  a  tax  upon  the  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of  Banks  and  Banking  Institutions.  It  is  not  a  tax  upon 
the  Banks  themselves,  and  from  its  very  nature  there  can  be  no 
suit  against  any  Bank  or  Banking  Institution  in  this  State  for 
the  recovery  of  the  tax  provided  by  said  statute,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  the  statute  imposes  no  tax  upon  Banks  and  the 
banks  are  not,  qua  banks,  liable  for  the  tax.  It  is  a  tax  im- 
posed upon  the  cash  value  of  the  shares  of  capital  stock  of  such 
Institutions.  The  statute  requires  that  the  President  or  Cash- 
ier of  each  Bank  furnish  a  statement  to  the  State  Treasurer  on 
the  first  of  January  and  July  of  each  year  of  the  stockholders 
of  the  Bank,  together  with  an  appraised  valuation  showing 
the  cash  value  of  the  shares  and  such  President  or  Cashier  is 
required  on  the  dates  aforesaid  to  deduct  from  the  dividend  or 
profits  of  each  Bank  one-half  of  the  amount  of  the  annual  State 
Tax,  and  pay  the  same  over  to  the  State  Treasurer.  If  any  of 
such  Banks  is  not  paying  a  dividend  or  earning  profits,  then  the 
the  President  or  Cashier  shall  certify  this  fact  also  to  the  State 
Treasurer,  and  thereupon  the  State  Treasurer  shall  proceed  to- 
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notiy  each  stockholder  whose  name  appears  upon  the  Est  so* 
furnished  by  the  Bank  as  aforsaid,  of  the  amount  of  the  tax  and 
demand  the  payment  of  the  same  and,  upon  the  failure  of  any 
stockholder  or  stockholders  to  pay  such  tax,  the  State  Treas- 
urer is  required  to  give  notice  of  the  sale  of  so  many  of  the 
shares  of  the  stock  of  each  stockholder  as  shall  be  necessary  to 
pay  the  tax  and  the  costs  incident  to  the  collection  thereof 

In  case  the  Banks  neglect  or  refuse  to  furnish  such  list  of 
shareholders  to  the  State  Treasurer,  at  the  time  aforesaid,  the 
law  then  provides  that  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Treas- 
urer forthwith  to  obtain  a  list  of  stockholders  of  such  Banks 
and  to  estimate  and  appraise  the  cash  value  thereof  himself  and 
thereupon  to  proceed,  after  having  given  public  notice  for  three 
weeks  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  the  State,  to  sell  a  suffi- 
cient number  of  the  shares  of  each  stockholder  to  pay  the  tax 
due.  The  State  makes  no  provision  as  to  the  manner  by  which 
the  State  Treasurer  shall  obtain  such  list  of  stockholders  and  he 
therefore,  has  the  right  to  adopt  any  legal  means  that  he  may 
see  fit  to  get  this  list.  He  necessarily  would  be  required  to 
make  a  demand  upon  each  Bank  for  such  list  and  possibly  to 
make  a  demand  for  authority  to  make  a  list  himself  from  the 
books  of  the  Bank.  Failing  to  obtain  such  a  list  in  a  peaceable 
manner,  it  would  be  necessary  to  resort  to  legal  proceedings. 
The  appropriate  proceedings  would  be  by  a  petition  to  the  Su- 
perior Court  for  a  Writ  of  Mandamus  to  compel  the  respective 
Banks  to  furnish  the  State  Treasurer  the  list  provided  by  law. 
Xo  suit  could  in  any  event  be  brought  against  any  Bank  or 
Trust  Company  to  recover  the  amount  of  the  tax  itself.  The 
only  sort  of  suit  contemplated  by  the  statute  that  could  be 
brought  against  the  Bank  is  mandamus  proceedings  such  as  I 
have  above  indicated.  If  by  reason  of  this  proceeding,  the  State 
Treasurer  should  succeed  in  getting  the  list  of  stockholders  it 
would  be  his  duty  then  to  proceed  to  advertise  and  sell  the 
shares  of  stock  of  such  stockholders,  respectively,  or  so  many 
of  such  shares  as  would  be  necessary  to  pay  the  tax  of  such 
stockholders,  together  with  the  costs  incident  to  the  collection 
of  such  tax. 

The  Attorney  General  has  no  authority  to  institute  civil 
suits  on  the  part  of  the  State,  or  of  any  State  officer,  except  he 
be  specifically  authorized  so  to  do  by  the  General  Assembly. 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General   to   prosecute   criminal 
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«cases  for  the  State  and  to  appear  for  the  State  in  civil  suit 
brought  against  the  State  or  against  certain  officers  of  the  State 
who  represent  a  specific  department  of  the  State's  Government, 
-because  appearance  in  such  cases  if  often  necessary  to  be  made 
without  delay  in  order  to  avoid  judgment  by  default;  but  the 
Attorney  General  has  no  authority  to  initiate  a  civil  suit  for  the 
State  or  any  of  the  said  State  officers  unless  authorized  so  to 
do  by  the  General  Assembly.  There  are  some  statutes  of  the 
-State  providing  general  authority  for  the  Attorney  General  to 
initiate  certain  proceedings,  for  example,  under  the  General 
Corporation  Law,  to  initiate  proceedings  in  Chancery  for  the 
forfeiture  of  corporate  franchises,  etc.,  and  so  in  other  specific 
classes  of  proceedings  specified  by  legislative  enactment;  but 
in  the  absence  of  any  such  legislative  enactment  governing  or 
covering  a  specific  case,  the  Attorney  General  has  no  authority 
to  bring  suit  in  such  a  case.  In  my  judgment  the  State  Treas- 
urer has  no  authority  to  institute  a  proceeding  in  Mandamus 
under  said  Chapter  393,  Volume  13,  unless  specifically  author- 
ized so  to  do  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  clearly  the  Attorney 
General  has  no  such  authority,  nor  has  *the  Attorney  General 
any  duties  of  any  nature  to  perform  under  said  Act.  In  my 
judgment,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  State  Treasurer  to  follow  the 
course  of  procedure  prescribed  by  said  Act,  and  to  do  every- 
thing in  his  power  to  obtain  the  necessary  list  of  names  of  the 
stockholders,  short  of  bringing  a  suit  in  Mandamus,  then  to  re- 
report  the  conditions  as  they  exist  to  the  General  Assembly  at 
its  next  session,  after  he  has  exhausted  peaceable  efforts,  and 
ask  authority  from  the  General  Assembly  to  bring  such  a  suit, 
or  request  the  General  Assembly  to  authorize  the  Attorney 
Kieneral  to  bring  such  a  suit  in  the  name  of  the  State  Treasurer. 

I  am  informed  that  you  have  made  demand  upon  the  va- 
rious Banks  to  furnish  a  list  of  such  stockholders.  I  do  not 
"know  whether  such  Banks  have  refused  to  furnish  such  lists  or 
Tiave  complied  with  the  demand.  If  they  have  refused  to  fur- 
nish such  lists,  in  my  judgment,  the  next  step  would  be  for  you 
to  obtain  authority  from  the  General  Assembly  to  have  the 
proper  suits  initiated  by  the  Attorney  General  and  to  provide 
a  contingent  fund  to  pay  the  costs  of  such  suit  in  case  the  same 
-should  be  decided  against  the  State  Treasurer. 

My  recollection  is  that  my  advice  to    you    concering  the 
-matter,  given  either  verbally  or  by  letter,  I  do  not  recall  which, 
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some  months  ago,  or  perhaps  longer,  was  that  you  should  maker 
a  demand  upon  the  several  Banks  in  the  manner  required  by  the- 
statute  and  that  you  should  also  include  .in  this  demand  alt 
Trust  Companies  and  all  other  Banking  institutions,  and  that. 
if  such  Banks  and  Banking  institutions  fail  to  comply  with  such 
demand,  then  you  would  be  in  a  position  to  go  to  the  General 
Assembly  and  ask  for  authority  to  the  Attorney  General  to* 
bring  the  necessary  suits. 

Whether  your  predecessors  in  office  performed  their  duty 
in  the  matter  of  making  such  demand  or  in  the  matter  of  at- 
tempting in  any  manner  to  collect  the  said  tax  or  to  procure  the 
said  list  of  stockholders,  I  am  unable  to  say,  having  no  knowl- 
edge upon  the  subject.  You  are  surely  not  responsible  for 
their  failure  to  perform  their  duty,  if  any  such  failures  occurred, 
nor  are  you  responsible  for  their  failure  to  collect  the  said  tax. 
How  much  of  the  tax  now  due  has  accrued  and  become  payable- 
during  your  incumbency  of  office  I  am  unable  to  say,  But  you 
doubtless  know. 

Of  course  any  suit  by  mandamus,  as  above  suggested, 
would  in  all  probability,  raise  the  number  of  questions  which 
can  be  raised  as  to  the  validity  of  said  Chapter  393,  Volume  13,. 
Laws  of  Delaware,  and  as  to  the  constitutionality  of  the  same. 
Many  of  these  questions,  in  fact  the  most  important  ones,  have 
never  been  decided  with  respect  to  this  statute.  And  without  dis- 
cussing them  in  full,  I  can  only  say  that  while  I  do  not  think 
several  of  them  are  very  serious,  yet  there  is  one  which  is  a  very 
serious  objection  to  the  Act.  The  resolution  which  you  sent 
me  refers  to  the  "legality  of  the  tax  having  been  fully  and  clear- 
ly laid  down  in  the  case  of  the  First  National  Bank  vs.  Herbert,, 
etc."  I  am  very  familiar  with  this  case  and  in  my  judgment 
this  case  does  not  fully  and  clearly  lay  down  anything.  It  cer- 
tainly does  not  dispose  of  any  of  the  more  serious  objections 
to  this  particular  statute.  The  case  itself  is  one  decided  in  the 
most  inferior  Federal  Court  and  would  have  but  little  weight 
as  a  precedent,  not  only  because  of  the  very  unsatisfactory  na- 
ture of  the  opinion  of  Judge  McKennan,  itself,  but  also  of  the 
fact  that  the  opinions  of  the  Circuit  and  District  Courts  are  not 
regarded  as  high  authority  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  or  in 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States,  or  in  fact,  in  other 
Circuit  Courts.  So  far  as  Chapter  343,  Volume  19,  of  the  laws^ 
of  the  State  of  Delaware  is  concerned,  it  is  clear  that  this  Chap-

Tter  involves  no  contract  with  the  Banks.  It  merely  authorizes 
the  counsel  for  the  State  in  the  proceeding  then  pending  to 
settle  upon  a  certain  basis,  but  does  not  embody  a  specific  con- 
tract with  the  Banks,  upon  which  any  suit  can  be  brought  for 
breach  of  contract ;  so  that  the  only  remedy  against  the  Banks 
is  under  the  act  itself,  viz.,  Chapter  393,  Volume  13. 

When  I  say  that  there  is  at  least  one  serious  objection  to 
this  act  imposing  the  tax  in  question,  of  course  I  do  not  mean 
to  say  that  in  my  opinion  the  act  is  invalid,  nor  do  I  mean  to 
say  that  in  my  opinion  it  is  valid.  While  I  have  considered  the 
act  and  the  law  bearing  upon  it,  to  some  extent,  I  have  not  con- 
sidered it  in  the  exhaustive  manner  in  which  I  would  examine 
it  were  I  called  upon  to  bring  a  suit  or  defend  a  suit  in  which 
such  act  was  in  question. 

The  case  in  44  Federal  above  referred  to,  is  not  a  suit 
brought  by  the  State  Treasurer,  or  indeed,  brought  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  State,  but  is  a  suit  brought  by  the  First  National 
Bank  to  enjoin  the  State  Treasurer  from  proceeding  under 
Chapter  393,  Vol.  13,  to  collect  the  said  tax. 

Even  if  the  act  in  question  is  a  valid  legislative  enactment, 
it  seems  to  me  that  it  possesses  many  very  undesirable  features 
in  its  details. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  present  situation  in  this  State 
really  requires  a  general  revision  of  the  Revenue  Laws  of  the 
State,  and,  in  my  judgment,  it  would  be  by  far  the  most  desira- 
ble thing  if  the  Legislature  would  pass  an  Act  or  Resolution 
providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  Commission  of  three  or  five 
persons  whose  duty  it  should  be  to  examine  into,  investigate, 
consider,  and  draft  and  act  providing  a  general  scheme  of  Rev- 
enue Laws  for  this  State,  which  should  be  adopted  in  lieu  of 
the  many  different,  and  apparently  unequal,  methods  of  taxa- 
tion applied  to  different  classes  of  subjects  within  the  State. 

So  far  as  the  back  taxes  under  the  Act  in  question  are  con- 
cerned it  seems  to  me  that,  unless  the  banks  should  come  vol- 
untarily and  pay  them,  it  would  be  practically  impossible  and 
impracticable  to  enforce  their  collection.  It  would  be  neces- 
sary to  procure  a  list  of  the  stockholders  for  each  six  months 
during  the  years  back  through  which  the  banks  have  failed  to 
pay  this  tax  and  to  appraise  at  each  semi-annual  period  the  ac- 
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tual  cash  value  of  the  shares  of  stock  at  that  particular  time, 
and  then  it  would  be  necessary  to  proceed  against  the  person 
or  persons  who  were  stockholders  on  these  different  semi-an- 
nual dates.  It  would  be  found  in  many  instances  that  the 
stockholders  had  died,  in  many  other  instances  that  they 
had  ceased  to  be  stockholders  by  selling  and  transferring  their 
stock,  and  other  such  facts  would  complicate  the  situation.  It 
seems  that  the  only  remedy  provided  in  the  act  for  the  collec- 
tion of  the  tax  from  the  stockholders  is  by  the  sale  of  the  stock 
itself  and  that  resort  cannot  be  had,  for  the  collection  of  the 
money  due,  to  other  property  of  the  stockholder.  Then  the 
question  would  arise  as  to  whether,  in  case  a  man  was  a  stock- 
holder, for  instance  January  ist,  1902,  but  had  sold  his  stock 
and  is  not  now  a  stockholder,  whether  any  tax  could  be  col- 
lected out  of  the  person  who  owned  the  stock  in  1902,  and 
whether  there  was  any  lien  which  accrued  to  the  State  for  the 
said  tax  at  that  time  which  has  followed  the  stock  into  the 
hands  of  the  person  or  persons  now  owning  it.  It  is  easy  to 
see  from  reading  the  act  how  such  seemingly  insuperable  diffi- 
culties would  arise,  (unless  the  banks  should  come  up  voluntar- 
ily and  pay  the  back  taxes),  in  an  attempt  to  collect  the  same, 
in  as  much  as  suit  therefor  could  not  be  brought  against  the 
banks  but  proceedings,  in  accordance  with  the  manner  provided 
by  the  statute,  must  be  instituted  against  the  stockholders 
themselves.     I  remain,

Hon.  Joseph  L.  Cahall,  being  admitted,  presented  a  special 
message  from  the  Governor,  which,  was  read  as  follows : 
To  the  General  Assembly: 

In  my  biennial  mesage  to  you,  under  date  of  January  1, 
1907,  a  general  reference  was  made  to  the  "Compact  between 
the  State  of  New  Jersey  and  the  State  of  Delaware,  relating  to 
the  boundary  controversy  between  said  states,"  which  was 
adopted  and  ratified  by  the  Legislature  of  each  of  said  States, 
and  under  its  provisions  duly  submitted  to  the  Congress  of  the 
United  States,  for  its  consent  and  approval,  in  these  words : 

"Ratification  of  said  Compact  or  agreement  was  not  had 
during  the  first  session  of  the  Fifty-ninth  Congress,  but  it  is  ex- 
pected that  ithis  measure  will  be  finally  disposed  of  during  the 
present  session  of  Congress." 

Since  then  the  present  Congress  has  consented  to  and  ap- 
proved of  the  said  Compact,  and  it  hereby  became  and  is  bind- 
ing, with  all  the  force  and  effect  of  a  law  upon  both  said  States. 

Under  its  terms  the  faith  of  this  State  was  pledged  to  carry 
out  its  provisions.  One  of  these  provisions  was,  that  each  of 
the  said  states,  should  appoint  three  Commissioners,  for  the 
purpose  of  drafting  uniform  laws  to  regulate  the  catching  and* 
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taking  of  fish  in  the  Delaware  River  and  Bay  between  the  said 
two  States.  These  Commissioners  were  duly  appointed  and 
have  performed  their  duty.  The  Commisioners  for  Delaware 
have  recently  made  a  full  report  to  you,  as  required  by  law,  and 
have  presented  to  you  for  enactment  into  a  law  a  bill  being 
House  bill,  No.  135,  entitled.  "An  Act  providing  uniform  laws 
tc  regulate  the  catching  and  taking  of  fish  in  the  Delaware  River 
and  Bay  between  the  State  of  Delaware  and  the  State  of  New 
Jersey."  A  similar  bill  has  been  submitted  to  the  Legislature 
of  New  Jersey.  These  bills  have  been  agreed  to  by  all  the  Com- 
missioners of  both  states,  as  appears  by  their  cretificate  of  ap- 
proval thereto  attached.  In  addition  to  this  they  state  that  the 
bills  so  drawn  by  them  for  each  of  the  said  states  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  and  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  of  each  of  said 
states. 

In  view  of  this,  and  in  view  of  the  conditions  as  they  now 
exist  I  deem  it  most  important  to  call  your  attention  to  the  mat- 
ter, and  to  specially  urge  upon  you  the  passage  of  the  bill  be- 
fore you.  Thus  setting  at  rest  an  old  and  vexatious  question  as 
to  the  right  and  regulation  of  fishing  in  the  Delaware  River  and 
Bay,  between  these  two  neighboring  states. 

Besides  the  faith  of  the  State  has  been  pledged  in  Article 
IV  of  the  Compact  to  the  enactment  of  this  law,  this  faith  should 
be  upheld  without  hesitation  or  delay.  I  may  also  add  that  the 
fishing  season  for  the  present  year  is  rapidly  approaching  and 
the  fishermen  are  justly  entitled  to  enjoy  all  the  rights  and  priv- 
ileges given  to  them  by  this  bill  which  can  only  be  secured  by 
its  speedy  enactment.

Gentlemen : 

The  Grand  Jury  having  finished  its  year's  work  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report : 

That  we  received  from  the  Attorney  General  during  the 
iMa^  Term  61  bills  of  indictment  of  which  we  found  59  true 
bills,  ignoring  2;  at  the  September  Term  86  bills  were  received, 
of  which  we  found  79  true  bills,  ignoring  7;  at  the  November 
Term  29  were  received,  of  which  we  found  28  true  bills,  ignor- 
ing 1 ;  at  the  February  Term  34  bills  were  received  of  which  we 
found  28  true  bills,  ignoring  5,  one  withdrawn,  making  during 
the  year  194  true  bills  found  and  1 5  ignored  and  one  withdrawn. 

At  the  May  Term  of  Court,  the  foreman  appointed  a  com- 
mittee to  visit  the  workhouse,  without  any  previous  notice  hav- 
ing been  given  to  the  warden  or  his  assistants,  also  another 
committee  for  September  Term.  They  each  visited  the  work- 
house, without  previous  notice,  and  reported  to  the  jury  the 
following  term,  the  conditions  as  they  found  them  at  their  re- 
spective visits,  which  were  as  follows: 

The  New  Castle  County  Workhouse  is  all  that  is  claimed 
of  it — a  model  institution.  It  surely  is  a  credit  to  ithe  taxpay- 
ers of  the  county  and  should  be,  and  no  doubt  is,  the  pride  of 
its  managers  and  officers.  In  the  absence  of  the  warden,  who 
v/as  unaware  of  our  visit,  we  were  cordially  received  by  his  as- 
sistants and  given  every  opportunity  to  make  a  thorough  in- 
spection of  the  building,  corridors,  cells,  work  rooms,  kitchen, 
dining  room,  hospital  and  bakery,  and  we  found  corridors  and 
cells  to  be  bright,  airy,  tidy  and  healthful  looking.  The  work 
rooms  were  bee-hives  of  industry  and  splendid  examples  of  the 
discipline  prevailing  throughout  the  institution.  The  dining 
room  was  clean  and  cheerful  and  inviting,  while  the  food  served 
was  wholesome  in  quality  and  so  far  as  we  could  see  was  not 
sparing  in  quantity.  The  store  rooms,  bath  rooms,  laundry 
and  receiving  rooms  were  also  in  good  condition.  The  new 
cells  which  have  been  recently  fitted  up  for  the  inmates  who 
have  contracted  tuberculosis  will  be  of  very  great  benefit  to  the 
institution.    They  are  entirely  isolated  from   the  others,  are 
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light  and  airy  and  should  be  beneficial  to  the  unfortunate  ones, 
as  well  as  removing  those  so  afflicted  from  the  cells  of  the  in- 
mates who  have  their  health. 

On  January  22nd  the  Grand  Jury  visited  the  workhouse  as 
a  body  and  after  a  thorough  examination,  we  find  the  same  con- 
ditions existing  as  reported  by  our  committees,  which  we  heart- 
ily approve.  We  were  given  quite  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
financial  condition  of  the  institution  by  one  of  the  trustees, 
Mr.  D.  W.  Corbit,  and  the  warden,  Mr.  Meserve.  This  was 
very  gratihing  to  us  as  taxpayers,  and  certainly  refleots  great 
credit  on  the  management  of  the  institution.  On  the  day  of 
the  inspection  the  total  number  of  prisoners  were  238,  of  whom 
114  were  colored  men,  105  white  men,  16  colored  women  and  3 
white  women. 

On  the  afternoon  of  January  22nd  we  invited  the  Ferris 
Reform  School  and  were  cordially  received  by  Mr.  Gawthrop 
and  the  superintendent  and  after  making  a  brief  inspection  of 
the  institution  and  its  surroundings,  we  were  well,pleased  with 
the  management;  superintendent  reported  number  of  boys  in 
school  92,  of  whom  45  are  white  and  47  colored.  The  boys 
look  healthy  and  strong  and  well  cared  for.  Mr.  Gawthrop 
stated  that  about  70  per  cent,  of  the  boys  leaving  this  school 
are  reformed  and  lead  correct  lives  which  of  itself  should  be 
very  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  that  noble,  generous-hearted 
man  from  whom  the  school  takes  its  name,  and  to  those 
who  since  have  contributed  their  time  and  means  for  its  good. 
May  some  of  their  ideas  of  right  living  be  sown  into  the  hearts 
-of  the  boys  who  are  indebted  to  the  intsitution  for  their  train- 
ing. May  the  spirit  of  liberality  of  the  past  increase  in  the  fu- 
ture and  the  finances  of  the  institution  be  such  as  to  warrant  the 
trustees  in  completing  the  buildings  that  have  been  contempla- 
ted by  them  and  which  are  needed  on  account  of  the  crowded 
condition  of  the  dormitories  and  school  room  of  the  school. 

On  the  afternoon  of  February  6th  we  visited  the  Girl's  In- 
dustrial School.  Few  people  in  the  county  know  of  the  excel- 
lent work  that  is  being  done  in  this  school.  The  managers  of 
this  school  have  about  the  same  ideas  in  regard  to  training  as 
those  of  the  Ferris  Reform  School.  They  first  gef  the  body  in 
good  physical  condition  and  then  they  claim  it  is  easier  to  train 
the  mind.    The  inmates  seem  to  be  in  first  class  condition,  phys- 
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ically  they  appear  to  be  happy  and  contented,  and  from  what  in- 
formation we  gathered,  we  are  of  the  unanimous  opinion  that 
there  is  not  an  institution  of  the  county  that  is  more  deserving 
of  unstinted  help  of  the  county  or  the  individual  citizens.  They 
have  at  present  40  girls.  The  matron  informs  us  that  about 
40  per  cent,  of  the  girls  between  the  ages  of  twelve  and  fifteen 
are  reclaimed,  between  15  and  18  about  50  per  cent  and  between 
18  and  20  about  20  per  cent,  are  reclaimed.  So  we  could  easily 
see  the  advantage  of  having  the  girls  trained  at  thfe  age  of  12 
over  those  of  18  years.  Thait  of  itself  is  sufficient  evidence  of 
the  very  great  need  for  the  enlargement  of  their  present  build- 
ing; that  they  be  able  to  take  the  girls  in  as  they  are  sent  there, 
without  waiting  for  some  one  to  be  paroled.  We  were  told  by 
the  superintendent,  Mrs.  Jackson,  that  the  cost  of  living  was 
about  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per  month  for  each  girl.  The 
average  time  girls  were  kept  in  school  was  about  22  months. 
They  are  paroled  after  obtaining  7500  marks.  They  not  only 
receive  the  advantage  of  a  comon  school  education  and  indus- 
trial training  but  they  also  get  a  thorough  domestic  training 
and  are  taught  the  principles  of  moral  living. 

We  made  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  school  and  found 
it  to  be  in  perfect  order  -throughout.  We  were  exceedingly 
pleased  with  its  cleanliness  and  management.  We  would  sug- 
gest that  they  should  have  as  much  per  capita  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  the  school  as  is  given  to  the  Ferris  School,  as  we  have 
no  doubt  of  the  good  that  is  being  done  by  the  moral  and  social 
training  of  the  girls  by  teachers  of  education  and  refinement. 

We  recommend  the  Legislature  pass  some  measure  of  re- 
lief at  an  early  date,  giving  the  said  school  the  sum  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  one-half  the  cost  of  a  new  building  that  should  be 
erected  to  prevent  over-crowding,  also  to  amend  the  present 
law  which  would  enable  the  Levy  Court  of  this  county  to  pay 
the  school  the  sum  of  forty  cents  per  capita,  instead  of  twenty- 
five  cents  as  the  law  now  provides. 

On  the  morning  of  February  7th  we  visited  the  almshouse 
and  made  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  property,  which  we 
found  to  be  in  excellent  condition.  We  find  that  the  alterations 
suggested  by  the  previous  Grand  Jury  have  not  been  carried 
out,  we  would  therefore  repeat  their  suggestions,  as  follows, 
that  two  new  fire  escapes  be  placed  at  the  ends  of  the  back 
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building  and  that  all  escapes  be  screened  as  are  those  at  the- 
State  Hospital,  with  doors  below,  also  to  better  the  condition 
as  to  the  water  supply,  also  a  tunnel  from  the  fire  room  to  a 
point  beyond  danger  line  in  case  of  fire.  The  Superintendent, 
Mr.  Blackburn,  was  present  and  took  great  interest  in  explain- 
ing their  method  and  showing  us  over  the  building,  which  we 
were  all  well  pleased  with.  Every  department  showing  with 
marked  ability  the  efficiency  of  the  superintendent  and  his  as- 
sistants in  cleanliness  and  discipline,  the  inmates  being  asked 
by  members  of  the  Jury  if  they  were  being  kindly  and  comfort- 
ably cared  for  by  the  superintendent  and  his  assistants,  the  re- 
ply was  in  every  case  we  are ;  therefore  we  commend  the  Trus- 
tees for  selecting  such  a  capable  and  efficient  officer  to  manage 
the  institution. 

On  the  5th  day  of  February  we  made  an  inspection  of  the 
Court  House  and  found  the  condition  very  satisfactory. 

In  view  of  the  recent  and  very  mysterious  fire  we  would 
recommend  the  Levy  Court  to  promptly  provide  for  the  safety 
of  the  records  in  the  offices  of  Recorder  of  Deeds,  Prothono- 
tary,  Register  of  Wills,  Clerk  of  the  Orphans  Court  and  Regis- 
ter in  Chancery,  steel  filing  cases  and  book  racks  of  modern 
improvements,  to  have  connecting  doors  filled'"  up  with  brick  or 
concrete  and  all  other  doorways  fitted  with  iron  doors,  thereby 
making  each  office  a  separate  vault. 

We  think  that  by  the  installation  of  a  system  of  watchman's 
clocks  the  Levy  Court  would  be  better  able  to  judge  of  the  effi- 
ciency of  its  watchmen.     We  recommend  the  use  of  the  same. 

We  think  it  well  to  repeat  and  recommend  what  prior 
Grand  Juries  have  said,  that  there  should  be  an  effort  made  to 
have  some  legislation  passed  at  this  session  of  the  Legislature 
giving  the  squires  of  this  county  and  the  Judges  of  the  Munici- 
pal Court  the  right  to  settle  and  punish  violators  of  the  law 
such  as  petty  larceny,  carrying  concealed  weapons  and  simple 
assault,  with  the  accused  having  the  right  to  appeal  under  cer- 
tain conditions  and  thus  save  valuable  time  of  this  Honorable 
Court  and  also  quite  an  expense  to  the  county. 

The  members  of  the  Grand  Jury  desire  to  thank  the  Court 
for  the  many  courtesies  it  has  extended  to  them  during  their 
deliberations  for  the  past  year ;  and  they  also  desire  to  express . 
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their  hearty  appreciation  of  the  faithful  services  rendered  by 
the  Attorney  General  and  his  worthy  assistant.

A  number  of  sad  cases, 
especially  of  the  feeble  minded  have  come  under  my  notice  and 
there  is  no  appropriation  to  care  for  them.

PURE  FOOD  LAWS. 

Whereas,  The  conflicting  food  and  drug  laws  of  the  res- 
pective States  have  seriously  hampered  interstate  commerce  in 
food  and  drug  products  and  increased  the  labor  and  expense  of 
conducting  business ;  and 

Whereas,  The  commercial  interests  of  the  country  would 
be  greatly  subserved  if  the  food  and  drug  laws  of  the  respective 
States  were  made  uniform  and  in  conformity  with  the  Federal 
food  and  drug  law; 

Resolved,  That  the  National  Board  of  Trade  respectfully 
recommends  to  the  Legislatures  of  the  respective  States  such 
modifications  of  their  food  and  drug  laws  as  will  cause  the  defi- 
nition of  "adulteration"  and  "misbranding"  to  conform  to  such 
definitions  in  the  Federal  law. 

Resolved,  further,  That  in  cases  of  dispute  between  import- 
ers and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  import- 
ers be  accorded  the  right  of  appeal  as  provided  for  under  Sec-

In  this  department  your  Committe  Have  made  a  very  care- 
ful examination  of  the  vast  quantity  of  books  and  vouchers, 
and  have  the  honor  to  report  as  follows : 

All  the  licenses,  reports  from  companies,  blanks,  statement 
of  taxes,  accounts  for  filing  reports  and  charters  in  the  office 
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of  the  Commissioner,  were  closely  scrutinized,  and  we  found" 
all  entries,  charges  and  accounts  properly  kept  and  correct,  and 
vouchers  for  remittances  to  the  State  Treasurer  on  file. 

We  found  a  difference  in  the  amount  of  totaling  the  re-

Pursuant  to  a  resolution  of  the  Auditing  Committee  chosen 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  1905  to  audiit  the  accounts  of  State 
officers  during  January,  1906,  the  Insurance  Commissioner  has 
the  honor  to  report  that  he  endeavored  to  collect  the  two  hun- 
dred and  seventeen  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents  ($217.61)  differ- 
ence between  the  amount  reported  by  .the  Mutual  Life  Insur- 
ance Company  of  New  York  as  the  amount  due  from  it  as  taxes 
on  premiums  collected  in  the  State  of  Delaware,  in  its  sworn 
statement  of  taxes  due,  and  the  supplement  (thereto,  rendered 
at  the  demand  of  said  Committee,  and  the  amount  reported  by 
jsaid  Company  as  collected  by  it  through  its  Delaware  General 
Agency. 

The  Commissioner  was  unable  to  collect  said  amount  of 
difference,  since  the  last  mentioned  statement  was  shown  by  the 
officers  and  general  agent  of  the  Company  to  have  been  re- 
ported in  the  general  statement  of  the  Company  as  collected  on 
Delaware  business  <through  error  at  the  Home  Office  of  the 
Company. 

Since  the  Company  did  not  collect  the  premiums  from  pol- 
icies on  the  lives  of  residents  of  this  State,  and  they  had  already 
been  taxed  by  anotflier  State,  this  Department  was  not  able,  nor 
*had  it  a  right  to  collect  the  aforesaid  sum;  and  the  Commis- 
sioner would  have  made  himself  liable  Xo  prosecution  for  extor- 
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tion  had  he  proceeded  further  in  view  of  his  knowledge  of  the 
facts.

The  cost  to  the  State  of  collection  of  the  above-mentioned 
amount,  which  was  all  paid  over  to  the  State  Treasurer  during 
the  year  1905,  was  $3,700,  paid  by  the  Treasurer  for  salaries 
of  the  Commissioner  and  clerk  of  the  Department,  for  super- 
vision over  all  insurance  companies,  fraternal  beneficiary  asso- 
ciations, building  and  loan  associations,  savings  banks,  trust 
companies  and  State  banks  doing  business  in  the  State,  and  for 
necessary  expenses  of  such  supervision.  This  left  a  net  profit

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This  amount  is  $1,897.55  more  than  the  amount  collected 
-during  the  year  1905. 

The  expense  of  operation  of  the  Department  during  1906 
was  the  same  as  the  expense  of  operation  during  the  year  1905. 

During  both  of  these  years  there  were  some  small  bills  in- 
curred for  the  use  of  this  Department  which  were  properly 
chargable  and  were  paid  from  the  General  Printing  Fund  of 
the  State. 

The  net  profit  to  the  State  during  the  year  1906  was 
$30,741.28. 

The  net  profit  during  the  last  si*  years  was  $156,244.77. 

The  chief  function  of  this  Department  is  not,  however, 
revenue  collection,  but  the  protection,  so  far  as  may  be,  of 
our  people  from  fraud  and  loss  in  the  transaction  of  their  in- 
surance and  banking  business  within  this  State. 

To  that  end  the  Commissioner  has  required  and  had  sub- 
mitted to  him  regular  and  special  reports  of  both  classes  of 
institutions  under  his  supervision,  summaries  of  which  have 
from  time  to  time  been  given  to  the  public;  has  made  both 
partial  and  complete  examinations  and  investigations  of  insur- 
ance companies  and  fraternal  beneficiary  associations;  and  in 
all  other  ways  possible  has  endeavored  to  give  to  our  people  the 
protection  our  laws  permit  him  to  extend,  except  as  to  the 
•  examination  of  banking  institutions. 

Chapter  330,  Volume  22,  Laws  of  Delaware,  provides  that 
for  each  examination  made  by  this  Department  of  a  banking 
institution  certain  fees  shall  be  paid.  The  amount  of  these  fees 
is  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  actual  expenses  which  must  be 
necessarily  incurred  in  examining  the  financial  condition  and 
affairs*  of  such  corporations. 

This  should  be  remedied  by  making  the  amounts  prescribed 
to  be  paid  adequate  to  meet  the  expenses;  so  as  to  insure 
thorough  examinations  of  all  banking  institutions  at  least  once 
a  year.  The  contingent  fund  of  the  Department  is  not  suffi- 
ciently large  to  permit  of  its  use  to  defray  the  expenses  of  such 
inquisitions  and  yet  pay  the  necessary  expense  of  printing, 
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postage,  stationery,  blank  statements,  schedules,  reports,  etc,. 
expressage,  publishing  and  other  miscellaneous  items. 

There  were  under  the  supervision  of  this  Department  dur- 
ing the  year  1905,  two  stock  fire  insurance  companies  incorpor- 
ated under  Delaware  law,  forty-two  of  other,  States,  and  twenty- 
two  of  other  countries;  five  mutual  fire  insurance  companies 
of  Delaware,  and  one  of  another  State ;  two  Delaware  stock  life 
insurance  companies,  and  fifteen  of  other  States ;  no  Delaware 
mutual  life  insurance  company,  but  sixteen  of  other  States; 
two  miscellaneous  insurance  companies  of  Delaware,  twenty- 
six  of  other  States,  and  four  of  foreign  countries ;  twenty-nine 
fraternal  beneficiary  associations  of  this  and  other  States  and 
one  of  Canada;  sixteen  building  and  loan  associations  doing 
business  in  Delaware  and  three  more  doing  business  in  Del- 
aware and  elsewhere ;  two  State  banks,  one  having  three  banks ; 
two  savings  banks,  and  seven  trust  companies,  two  of  which* 
have  three  banks  each. 

There  were  under  the  Department's  supervision  during 
1906,  two  Delaware  stock  fire  insurance  companies,  forty-eight 
of  other  States,  and  twenty-one  of  foreign  countries ;  five  Del- 
aware mutual  fire  insurance  companies  and  two  of  other  States :

other  States ;  no  mutual  life  insurance  company  ot  Delaware, 
but  seventeen  of  other  States ;  two  Delaware  miscellaneous  in- 
surance companies,  thirty-seven  of  other  States,  and  five  of  for- 
eign countries ;  thirty-two  fraternal  beneficiary  associations  of 
this  and  other  States,  and  one  of  Canada :  ten  building  and  loan 
associations  doing  business  in  Delaware  only,  and  two  doing 
business  in  Delaware  and  elsewhere ;  two  State  banks,  one  of 
which  maintained  three  banks;  two  savings  banks,  and  seven 
trust  companies,  two  of  which  maintains  three  branch  banks 
each.

Part  2.— FIRE  INSURANCE. 

The  Twentieth  Century  has  witnessed  conflagration  after 
conflagration,  in  rapid  succession,  which  have  reduced  to  ashes 
more  of  American  property  than  had  been  destroyed  by  fire 
during  all  our  history  before.  The  Baltimore,  Rochester  and 
Toronto  conflagrations  came  soon  after,  and  Hoboken,  Jack- 
sonville, Waterbury  and  Paterson  and  soon  before  that  of  San 
Francisco,  which  was  quickly  followed  by  that  of  Valpariso. 

A  few  American  companies  went  into  the  hands  of  re- 
ceivers, but  most  of  them  have  withstood  the  successive  stag- 
gering blows;  and  paid  the  losses  they  sustained. 

Many  of  the  companies  had  to  assess  their  stockholders  to 
render  themselves  again  solvent. 

More  than  fifty  years  of  trade  profit  on  the  business  of  fire 
underwriting  has  been  wiped  out ;  and  companies  are  still  in  a 
precarious  condition. 

California,  which  has  lately  wiped  out  the  surplus  and  part 
of  the  capital  of  not  a  few  companies,  has  always  heretofore  en- 
joyed a  small  loss  ratio. 

The  surplus  accumulations  of  years  saved  the  people  of 
San  Francisco  from  the  fate  of  the  people  of  Chicago  thirty- 
five  years  ago,  when  forty-six  of  the  companies  involved  failed, 
and  but  fifty  per  cent,  of  the  insurance  loss  was  paid. 

Ninety  per  cent,  of  the  insurance  involved  at  Baltimore 
was  paid  to  the  losers  by  conflagration ;  and  eighty  per  cent,  to 
those  of  San  Francisco. 

It  will  be  many  years  before  these  losses  are  repaired,  be- 
cause it  takes  about  sixty-five  cents  from  each  dollar  of  prem- 
iums for  operating  expenses  and  taxes.

Beyond  submitting  herewith,  marked  "Exhibit  E",  a  sum- 
mary of  the  condition  of  all  the  associations  doing  business  in 
this  State  in  the  years  1905  and  1906,  and  renewing  the  recom- 
mendations made  in  the  report  for  the  years  1903  and  1904,  the 
Commissioner  does  not  deem  it  necessary  to  make  further  re- 
marks under  this  heading.

The  Commissioner  makes  at  least  five  uniform  calls  for 
reports  each  year ;  summarizes  them ;  and  has  the  summaries 
published. 

The  Commissioner  would  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
State  Tax  on  banking  institutions  be  made  uniform,  and  that 
the  Insurance  Department  be  authorized  to  collect  such  tax. 

Copies  of  the  reports  of  the  department  for  the  years  1904 
and  1905  on  fire,  life,  miscellaneous  and  fraternal  insurance, 
building  and  loan  associations  and  banks  and  banking  in  the
